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Parking woes 
end with new 
'free parking'

Parking has always been a big head- 


ache in downtown DCS Plnlnw. In the 
last few months the city has exchanged 
Its bottle of aspirins for a new remedy — 
tokens. 


Hoping to attract more business to the 


downtown area, merchants and city offi- 
cials started a new "free parking" plan 
May 1. 


UNDER THE NEW plan, merchants 


pass out 5-ccnt tokens to their customers 
for meter parking, In an effort to com- 
pete with "free" lots at shopping centers. 


A roll of 40 tokens, worth $2, can be 


purchased at city hall and local banks at 
n discount price of $1.75 to both mer- 
chants and Individuals. 


To date, the city has distributed 577 


rolls of $23,080 worth to various purchas- 
ing spots.

The one point most of the merchants 


agreed on was: "Many people are still 
unaware of the free token parking." 


• Roger Splcglcr, co-owner of Splegler 


Deportment Store at 1467 Ellinwood St., 
said he still thinks there Is a need to 
create an awareness of the tokens. "I 
don't thiiA it will be a complete success 
until more people know about it." Spleg- 
ler said he did participate In on advertis- 
ing campaign with 26 other local mer- 
chants to promote the tokens. 


• "It's nothing earth shattering," said 


Vern Russell, owner of Alpine Camera at 
686 Lee St.. Ho said he gets about six 
requests a week for the tokens. Russell 
said because he gets between 100-250 
people In a day, It wouldn't be profitable 
to pass out tokens to every customer, 
like some of the other merchants do. 


• "We want the people to know we pay 


the parking," said Louis Capozzlll, owner 
of Square Deal Shoes at 1516 Miner St. 
"The token system has actually brought 
many of my customers back who stopped 
shopping in downtown DCS Plaines be- 
cause of the parking situation." Capoz- 
zoll said many of the merchants arc par- 
ticipating in an advertising campaign on 
tho tokens through WYEN-FM radio sta- 
tion, to sell people on the idea of shop- 
ping in the downtown area. 


• Aid. Robert Hlnde (4th) co-owner of 


Town And Country Carpet, 720 Lee St. 
said ho is trying to give out as many as 
possible In hopes of establishing better 
customer relations/ "With my average 
purchase ticket, I can afford to do it. 
Some of the smaller businesses can't af- 
ford to pass out a token with their small 
purchases." 


A spokesman for the First National 


Bank of DCS Plaines said that out of the 
375 rolls of tokens the bank started with 
on April 26,325 rolls have been sold. 


A few residents interviewed yesterday 


at tho Ellinwood parking lot said they 
were glad to have the tokens for free 
parking. 


LAURA KAPICAK, a resident of 


Northbrook, said she works in Park 
Ridge and stops in DCS Plaines to do her 
daily shopping. "I stopped in one of the 
stores about a month ago and one of the 
store owners gave me a token and told 
mo to use it. "From now on, I always 
ask for a token. Why should I pay?" 


Napcrvlllo has been using the token 


parking system for the last six years. 
Tho assistant city manager said when 
the program was first introduced to No- 
pervllle, "It was greeted with a lot of 
enthusiasm." I understand we have an 
awful lot of tokens right now." He said 
tho Chamber of Commerce of Naperville 
has been discussing ways to re-vitalize 
the free parking plan. 


"One of the areas we're going to work 


in will be a new way to distribute the 
tokens to the merchants on a more regu- 
lar basis, rather than having the mer- 
chants do all the work of getting the to- 
kens."

Motorists can ignore barricade signs 
Oakton Street virtually completed 


signs may come

Motorists need not heed those strate- 


gically placed road barricade signs along 
Oakton Street from Wolf Road to Higglns 
Road. 


According to John Shry, Cook County 


Highway Dept. engineer, the facelifting 
operation which widened the street from 
two to four lanes is "practically com- 
plete" along the 1%-mile strip and the 
barricades will come down this week. 


Workmen only have to clean a series of 


flood basins along the roadside before 
the $1 million enterprise is finished. State 
and county highway officials will inspect 
the project this week. 


A previous phase of the Oakton Street 


widening project involved expansion of 
the rood to four lanes between Lee Street 
and Mount Prospect Road. The job be- 
gan in May, 1971 and was completed 
little more than a year later. 


Inclement weather caused a delay in 


the more recent operation said Phillip 
Nelsen, chief construction engineer for 
the county highway department Cold and 
rainy weather was responsible for more 
than five months of lost working time, he 
said. 


"The rain especially made for lost 


time in the culvert construction at Big- 
gins Creek. The rainfall kept filling up 


the excavations," he said. The street is 
located about two blocks east of Higgins 
Road. 


ALTHOUGH MOST OF the road work 


was completed last year the barricades 
were left up because workers were still 
doing "bits and pieces" of work on the 
roadside, according to Nelsen. 


He said traffic in the vicinity had to be 


minimized while crews were still work- 
Ing along the road. 


But while the road was being rejuve- 


nated, some business proprietors in the 


area were feeling the consequences, re- 
porting sizable losses in business volume 
since work began last summer. 


Mel Olsen, owner of the Marathon Ser- 


vice Station at Oakton and Mount Pros- 
pect estimated losing at least $4,500 in 
business in the last year. 


"It seems I've lost money every day 


since those signs were put up there," he 
said. "This has been one of the best 
years for construction, there's no reason 
they couldn't have finished last fall and 
taken those signs down."

cades and take a different route. It 
would have been better if they were tak- 
en down sooner. I didn't see that much 
work going on there." 


CHUCK GATING, assistant manager at 


Denny's Restaurant, also at Oakton and 
Elmhurst said business was "picking up - 
more lately. It seems like people have: 
been ignoring the sign for a while any- 
way." 


He said business was most severely 


hurt last year when traffic had to be re- 
routed from Oakton. 


Bob Krause, manager of Noah's Ark 


Pet Center at Oakton and Wider Road, 
was uncertain how much his business 
was affected but feels he did lose some 
customers to the barricades. 


"Half of our business comes from 


people driving in and we probably lost 
some of those customers." 


Krause said he had placed a sign on 


the comer of Oakton and Elmhurst to let ' 
motorists know his shop was open while • 
the barricades were up.

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Auto mechanics to vote 
» 
on new employer contract

It's a mechanical jungle out 


there In tho world of auto repair 
shops.' 


The competition is (Icrcc, and 


surprisingly, tho customer is 
king. Tonight, most of the aulo 
repair mechanics in the Chicago 
area will vote on a new employer 
contract offer which Is billed as 
the means to even up this 
struggle for survival. 


Some 4,000 members of the Lo- 


cal 701, International Association 
of Mechanists and Aerospace 
Workers, will vote on the propos- 
al at Plumbers Mall in Chicago 
at 8 p.m. They've been working 
without a contract following the 
July 1 expiration of an earlier 
agreement with the Employers' 
Association of Greater Chicago. 


According to a business agent 


for Local 701, the way the union 
membership votes tonight will 
determine the next stage of nego- 
tiations. "At this time, we don't 
even know for how long the con- 
tract will be," he said. 


The business agent said the 


employer group, representing 
several thousand auto dealers, Is 
offering new provisions in the 
contract offer as a means of cut- 
ting its prices for repair Jobs. 
"They feel they arc fighting the 
mass merchandisers," he said, 
"but their parts prices are In 
some cases three times what the 
moss merchandiser charges." 


What mechanics will decide is 


whether to accept four basic pro- 
posals. The most important, and 
controversial provision would al- 
low a change In the method of 
compensation for auto mechan- 


ics. Pay changes and flexible 
working hours are also issues. 
But the Local 701 representative 
said more effective competition 
should bo gained "in parts 
prices, not In wages." 


There's a bumper crop of com- 


petitors for the almighty custom- 
er in the auto fix-up business, 
says C. David Burns, president 
of the employer group. The new 
boys In town are the so-called 
mass merchandisers, 
repair 


shops run by the likes of Sears, 
Roebuck and Zayre's and other 
retailers. They've been able to 
better the going rate for many 
repair Jobs, cutting into the busi- 
ness of new car dealers and oth- 
ers in this line of work. 


"We want to be more up-to- 


date on our pricing," says Burns, 
"to compete with the alley shops 
and the mass merchandisers. We 
think we're losing volume to the 
mass merchandisers. Most of 
these shops charge less and they 
pay less to their employes." 


He says the employers' group, 


which represents nearly 300 new 
car dealers, accounts for 70 to 80 
per cent of the auto repair busi- 
ness In tho Chicago area. The 
way they're attacking the prob- 
lem of increased competition is 
In moves toward greater price 
flexibility. 


"The customer who brings in 


his car is billed on how many 
hours of work it takes," Burns 
said. Ford, General Motors and 
other auto makers send out the 
flat rate books, used along with 
tho Chlltons guide, to determine 
how much time a tune up should 
take, and therefore, how much it 
costs. 


What Burns and other employ- 


er representatives would like to 
see is the flexibility to charge 
less if the job takes less time. 
The way it works now, a me- 
chanic can Increase his earnings 
by doing the equivalent of an 
added two hours work a day, 
more or less, according to the 
rate books. The actual working 
time may be 8 hours, but custom- 
ers are charged for the full time 
spelled out in the rate books. 


Burns said the new contract of- 


fer includes provisions for great- 
er flexibility in pricing and com- 
pensation, as a means to lower 
prices for repairs when possible. 
The provision for a four-day 
work week, if voted upon by the 
union members is also included 
in the proposal. 


The pay for a Journeyman me- 


chanic is now $5.75 an hour. The 
new contract would add 25 cents 
an hour to this rate. Burns said 
auto mechanics average, in a 40- 
hour week, about 48 hours pay. 
This is based on calculations 
from flat rate manuals. The me- 
chanic earns an average $276 a 
week. 


No official comment on a 


strike vote was offered by the 
Local 701 spokesman on Monday, 
but Burns said it is a possibility. 
Bargainers will meet on Thurs- 
day to discuss the outcome of 
tonight's vote, and a lockout 
could be called If no agreement 
is reached by that time. 


A 1969 strike by Ford <md Lin- 


coln Mercury mechanics lasted 
five weeks, in a dispute over 
compensation. There has never 
been an area-wide strike by auto 
mechanics, says Burns.

Fulle's totals showed that 
2,125,412 persons live in suburban areas 
and that 3,366,957 live in Chicago. Total 
county population is 5,492,369.

crat, argued during debate on Fulle's 
proposal that census figures were In- 
correct and that as many as 175,000 per- 
sons were missed, many in black and 
Spanish areas of the city.

Banker goes 'back to land9

Before you finish your coffee, grab 


your briefcase and make a dash for the 
train, stop and think what you'd really 
like to do. 


How about that resort lodge up North 


you dream of while stuck on the tollway? 


A charter boat captain's lot on the 


lakes or maybe Florida off the Keys ap- 
peals to you. It would be great to have 
someone else pay you to go fishing. 


Back to the land. We all dream of It. 


It's a good, simple natural life. Willie Lo- 
mnn tended n garden by moonlight and 
cursed the city while dreaming of o few 
acres in New Jersey. 


RICHARD BURG saw a chance to re- 


alize his dream and he took It. At 26 he 
left his position as an assistant bank vice 
president to operate a fruit and vege- 
table stand by the side of the road, at 
Rtcs. 22 and 83. He and a brother have 
another stand in Wheeling. 


What kind of a man would chuck a 


514,500 a year job with a promising fu- 
ture to tak} up an admittedly risky prop- 
osition of selling bags of apples and to- 
matoes at three pounds for a dollar? 


"My brother worked in this stand for 


three years and he convinced me we 
could make a lot of money," said Burg. 


THE STAND IS not spectacular, in fact 


It could use a coat of paint or two. The 
location Is good. Rtcs. 22 and 83 are well 
traveled and the stoplights help business. 
The crossroads is somewhat of a com- 
mercial center In that part of rural Lake 
County. New player pianos are sold 
across the highway and the rlnky-tink 
music provides a strange counterpoint to 
the thundering trucks. 


Burg in jeans and tee-shirt stood 


proudly at case among his wares and 
talked of what brought him there. 


"I wanted to go into radio so I went to 


school and got a job In Ohio. I was star- 
ving out there so I came back to Chicago 
and got a job In a loan company. It was 
just supposed to be a filler, but you know 
how it Is." 


BURG'S SUPERVISOR left the loan 


company to work for the Bank of Ravens- 
wood, Chicago. Soon Burg got a call to 
join the bank, too. 


His climb at the bank was swift, from 


loan officer to assistant cashier to assist- 
ant vice president in three years. 


"When I left, 1 oversaw about $13 mil- 


lion In Installment loans. I had three men 
and six women working under me. I 
gave it a lot of thought and I started 
here on Juno IS. I love It." 


He left tho world of business suits and 


offices for jeans and an open-air stand. 


"There were so many reasons for my 


decision. There was a lot of pressure and 
responsibility at the bank. I was meeting 
so many people all the time. I was get- 
ting tired of the hassles that go along 
with a bank, It was getting mo down. I 
felt I was losing something of myself. 
Deep down inside, everybody wants a 


business or something for himself. I saw 
this as my golden opportunity." 


THE REACTION from fellow employes 


was mixed, Burg said. 


"Some people thought I was crazy for 


leaving the security of the bank. The 
younger ones, though, said they thought 
It was fantastic. But even the ones who 
thought I was crazy said they admired 
my courage for trying it." 


His family was not ecstatic at first, he 


admits, but they have come around, 


"They were proud of me and my job at 


the bank. I was making good. But now 
they come out hero and work right along. 
I've got seven brothers and sisters and 
they've all been here or the stand in 
Wheeling. Last Sunday Mom was out 
here all afternoon." 


His move was one for independence, 


but once he made it he found It meant 
dependence upon one's self. 


"You have to be self diclplincd out 


here. At the bank you knew when you 
had to be there and what you had to do 
and when you went home. Out here, if I 
don't tell myself, there's no one elsu. 
There's a tendency, I guess, to goof off 
once you get something you've really 
worked for. You get it, and then yon let 
up. I have to do the pushing now." 


PART OF THE self regulation involves 


getting to market for the fruits and vege- 
tables. 


"We buy our stuff, we don't raise it. 


We get n lot from the South Water Mar- 
ket in the city. You have to get up at 3 
a.m. three days a week to get the good 
stuff." 


Burg is now a small businessman In 


retail produce. He makes no pretensions 
about being a farmer. 


"We're honest with the customer that 


we're not farmers. Some people just as- 
sume the fruits and things arc home- 
grown. If they ask, we tell them It comes 
from the market." 


Burg Is not offended when people think 


he's a farmer. He is upset, though, at the 
attitude they sometimes assume. 


"Some people come around here and 


act like you aren't around — saying 
things right In front of you and you're 
not supposed to hear. I've got a lot of 
pride In this and what I've done. Some- 
times I feel like coming out front and 
telling them I'm here and I hear what 
they're saying. Since I've been here, I've 
had a chance to do some reading. I'm 
Into 'personal revolution.' That's doing 
exactly what you want to do and being 
happy with It." 


BURG HAS CHANGED more than his 


job and clothes since mid-June. 


"I appreciate people more now. You 


get cynical when you deal with as many 
people as I did for the bonk.1 Just so 
many people all the time. Now I've got 
time to really talk with people. I don't 
mind taking the time to talk with the 
folks." 


Burg plans to grow from the present 


operation of two stands. He has a goal of 
opening a retail and wholesale produce 
outlet in the Llbcrtyville area. 


"I've got contacts from when I was at 


the bank. I could get a Small Business 
Administration loan to set up, but it's a 
big move. I'd like to be able to do It this 
year. Perhaps that's too optimistic. What 
I'm trying to do, want to do, is sell good 
produce at reasonable prices." 


The piano music drifted across the 


road. It's canned tinny joviality is lu- 
dicrous in the midst of cornfields. 


"ONE OF THE nicest things about this 


is the informal way you do business out 
here. Farmers come by and tell you 
what they've got. If you like the price, 
you buy. It's friendly and more personal. 
At the bank everything Is so structured." 


Burg has not severed all contacts with 


his former fellow employes. Many of 
them make the drive from the city to his 
stand on a Sunday to chew the fat and 
pick up some produce. 


Nor has he lost complete contact with 


his former customers from the loan de- 
partment. 


"People will drive up and look at me. 


Then they realize I'm the guy who ar- 
ranged their car financing. They're start- 
led. 'Mr. Burg! What happened?" They 
think I hit the bottle or somehing. It all 
works out, though." he laughed. 


BURG JOKINGLY asked about the re- 


sale value of business suits, size 42. "I 
don't need them anymore." 


The homegrown vegetable season is 


fast approaching, apples are selling 
briskly and Richard Burg looks to the 
future of produce marketing. But be- 
neath the unpalnted counter there are 
three relics: namcplatcs reading Richard 
Burg, Loan Officer; Richard Burg, As- 
sistant Cashier; Richard Burg, Assistant 
Vice President. 


And tomatoes are the best seller and 


bargain at three pounds for a dollar.

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Summer school 
Something new 
for 
handicapped 


July is the month for vacations and 


summer school. This summer a group of 
children who've never had an opportuni- 
ty for half that combination have dis- 
covered something new. 


The something new is the summer 


school program at Kirk Center in Pala- 
tine offered to 155 mentally handicapped 
children for the first time. 


On a recent morning, students ranging 


from three years old through high school 
age were involved in activities such as 
cookie baking, painting and clean-up of a 
garden just outside the school. 


"Our emphasis is primarily on recrea- 


tion for the summer," Principal Ron 
Sterrett explained. One of the teachers 
directing a painting project added, "It's 
for the kids this summer. There's noth- 
ing pushy about it." 


THE SUMMER PROGRAM is offering 


the students, all of whom are classified 
trainable mentally handicapped, activi- 


ties during the summer they have not 
had before, Sterrett said. 


"The park districts have programs," 


he said, "but usually when they talk 
about handicapped kids they don't mean 
our kids. There's often nothing for our 
kids to do during the summer." 


Cost of the summer program is being 


paid by the 10 Northwest suburban 
school districts who have students in 
Kirk Center. There were 210 students in 
the school during the regular school year 
and 155 chose to go to summer school. 


Once a week on Wednesdays the stu- 


dents and teachers have the use of the 
Palatine Park District swimming pool 
and park. Other activities will include a 
trip to the Milwaukee zoo for the high 
school students. 


"We've had a tremendous response," 


Sterrett said. "We're trying to provide 
the students with a varied summer pro- 
gram."

The new factor Is the equation of Dan- 


iel "Call him Dan," Walker. 


Just about everybody In the know 


laughed when Walker set out to become 
governor of Illinois. 


Now, Just about everybody In the know 


thinks Gov. Wnlkcr of Illinois is flirting 
with the Idea of running for president, 
and Walker is no longer anybody's laugh- 
Ing matter. 


Parllcuarly not on the fifth floor of 


City Hall In Chicago, whore Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley hands out orders. A few 
years ngo he ran the Democratic Party 
In Illinois. Everybody In the know knew 
that. Now, that Is no longer a safe bet. 


Walker is unique among modern 


Democratic governors of Illinois, the lato 
and revered Adlal E. Stevenson included. 
He docs not owe his political soul to the 
Chicago machine. 


Ho won the primary In the spring of 


1972 against a popular rival and old 
friend by campaigning against Daley and 
the Chicago establishment. He beat a 
well-regarded Republican governor lost 
November, largely by convincing down- 
state Illinois that a $llf),000-n-year corpo- 
rate lawyer from the money marts of 
Chicago was really Just folks. 


Now he Is working on the second in- 


stallment of the Dan Walker political for- 
muln. 


A GOVERNOR for little more than five 


monlhi. ho is considering his power base 
through the state and in the expanding 
communities around Chicago. He is will- 
ing to deal and work with Daley now, but 
on his own terms, as equal political 
chlrftains. 


The Walker gamble Is that Illinois Is 


changing. Daley U aging, and the Chi- 
cago boisei do not have the clout to run 
the state's Democratic Party all on their 
ow n any more. 


The Walker brain trust figures that the 


way Is wide open for a man who can 
lock In a personal following in downstatc 
Illinois — and can then call upon Chicago 
for the standard Democratic majorities 
tltc organization must supply to stay 
strong. 


Accordingly. Walker will be out in the 


country "putting himself on the line," 
trying to get his own kind of legislature, 
people beholden to him, elected next 
year. 


Maybe ho will be In the primaries, try- 


ing to punish his enemies and handpick 
his own candidates. Walker says he 
hasn't deckled about that. 


Maybe he will go where the brave dare 


not go — into Daley's Cook County, to 


challenge the mayor's choice for such 
vital posts as county assessor, president 
of the county board and sheriff. If he 
could carry that off, ho would have pret- 
ty fair credentials for being a boss him- 
self. 


Walker smites and says that is still up 


in the air. 


And then, assuming all goes well, a 


Walker associate says, "In 1076 the next 
office Walker will run for will be another 
term as governor of Illinois or a national 
office." 


"National office" could mean two 


things. One would be taking on Republi- 
can Sen. Charles H. Percy, a power in 
his own right. But Walker's people don't 
seem to be talking about that. They 
dream openly of the Illinois delegation — 
Daley and Daley's men included — going 
into the Democratic National Convention 
solidly committed to Walker. 


WALKER BARELY escaped an "aw 


shucks" demeanor when presented with 
such n prospect. "It's Idle to talk about 
because I'm going nowhere if I'm not go- 
ing to be a good governor," he said in an 
Interview. "I'm not even going to be re- 
elected, If I decide to go for reelection, 
and I haven't decided that yet. 


"My Job is to prove that I can be a 


good governor and obviously in five 
months I haven't proved that I can be a 
good governor. I know that." 


Many, if not most, of the political pros 


in Springfield and Chicago would agree 
heartily with that assessment. There are 
so many paradoxes surrounding Walker. 


He came into office on a string of 


promises to wield a mighty axe against 
taxes, patronage, waste and corruption 
In government, not to mention what he 
used to call "the dead hand" of Richard 
J. Daley. 


Yet he presented no program of con- 


sequence to the legislature and those 
measures he proposed — a modest tax 
relief offering and a regional transit plan 
for the Chicago area, to name two — 
were happily carved into pieces by a 
coalition of Republicans and Pa ley 
Democrats. Six of his key cabinet ap- 
pointments were kicked out. 


He promised a government open to the 


people. Yet practically his first act was 
to appoint as deputy governor Victor de 
Grazla, a veteran of Chicago political in- 
fighting who is variously described by 
his many detractors, and some of his 
friends, as secretive, ruthless, plotting, 
I m p e t u o u s , devious, Machiavellian, 
brilliant, stupid, unprincipled — the list 
grows redundant. 


There arc those wh9 say DC Grazla 


makes more of the hard nosed decisions 
than Walker; that a good deal of the 
time he is the man running the state of 
Illinois, if anyone Is — and doing it be- 
hind closed doors. 


It is part of Walker's professed game 


plan to work with Daley on governmental 
matters, at the very least. That has been 
the way to get things done in Illinois, be 
the governor Democrat or Republican. 
Walker says, reasonably enough, "Since 
most of the people in the state of Illinois 
live in the Chicago area, I want to work 
with their elected representatives, and 
that means Mayor Daley." 


Yet intimates say the two men are 


hardly on speaking terms. One man said 
even their secretaries aren't talking to 
each other. 


IT WAS A major news event recently 


when the two got together for lunch in 
Chicago's Mid-American Club. Walker 
has a bright young Daley man, Neil 
Hartlgan, as his lieutenant governor. 
Walker gives Hartigan little, If anything, 
to do. 


Distrust and suspicion directed toward 


Walker Is bipartisan. A powerful Re- 
p u b l i c a n state senator, Howard 
McBroom of Konkakee, took time off 
from voting against the Democrats to sit 
on the sidelines of the Senate floor and 
count the ways he does not like the man. 


"This Is the most political adminis- 


tration this state has ever seen," 
McBroom said. "Walker has hired a man 
to run this government while he goes 
tearing around this state campaigning. 
De Grazla — he's the one running things. 


"He says he's against patronage but 


he's firing people all over the state. It's 
the some as it's always been and I 
wouldn't mind It if he'd admit it. But he 
won't. 


"In this chamber, I guess maybe he's 


got perhaps six friends. Go over to the 
House and maybe multiply that by three. 
And that's about how many here like and 
trust him. 


"He's not a governor. He's a show- 


man." 


There are Democrats in Springfield 


who would say much the same. Walker 
professes he is not surprised, that he is 
not running in a politicians' popularity 
contest. 


What he is doing is pursuing the ardent 


courtship of the people of Illinois which 
began in earnest in 1971 when he bought 
n pair of strong boots, tied a red ban- 
dana around his neck, and walked the 
length of the state getting the people to 
know Dan Walker, getting them to call 
him "Dan." 


He Is still at it. The "campaigning" 


McBroom fumes about consists largely 
of "accountability sessions" — flying 
trips all over the state, get-togethers in 
small town high school gymnasiums and 
meeting halls where he tells what he is 
up to, denounces his adversaries, and 
leaves himself open for tough questioning 
from the grass roots. 


It works, or seems to. 
WALKER AND his aides speak of sur- 


veys that show his rating In the eyes of 


Illlnolsans as high or higher than when 
he led the Democratic tickets during the 
1972 Nixon landslide. Reports are that 
the secret polls show up to 70 per cent 
approval of the governor's performance. 


"The only base I have is people," 


Walker says. "The only way I can deal 
with the legislature Is for the legislature 
to know that people are behind me. 


"Daley and me, it's a different kind of 


politics. Mine is much more people ori- 
ented — I have to use these words, 
they're cliches but they happen to be ac- 
curate — than the organization form of 
politics. 


"One depends very heavily on jobs. 


Mine depends heavily on getting through 
to people so that they understand what 
I'm doing and where I'm going. In a 
very real sense it's a more precarious 
way to go about it. It's fun, though. 


"I did three parades In the last couple 


of weeks and the usage of the first name 
comes phenomenally high. 'Hi, Dan . .. 
Glad to see you walking, Dan . .. Keep 
on fighting, Dan . .. Don't let them get 
you down, Dan.' It's a very personal, 
friendly, 'I know that guy1 relationship 
and that's my strength." 


A large, youngish 50, Walker has both 


physical and intellectual presence. He 
talked things over last month, toward the 
end of his first legislative session when it 
seemed most of the plans he had backed 
were being torpedoed. 


"Every new governor has problems 


with the legislature," he said. "That hap- 
pens everywhere. Here it is Republican 
dominated and the Democrats are frag- 
mented. Add to that the regular organi- 
zation differences with me and you have 
more problems. 


"It's 
tough, because we're going 


against all the conventional wisdom on 
how you can build a record as a gover- 
nor. The normal way you build it is to 
spend money on programs that have high 
visibility, meanwhile to hire all the 
people you can because that makes legis- 
lators happv — hire their friends and get 
bills through... 


"I'm not cocky enough to sit here and 


say, 'By God, I'm going to change this 
whole thing around. But you can try. 
We'll find out whether I can. 


"The testing time is still to come. My 


Wand of government has not been tried 
in this state ever and I have to find out 
whether it's going to work or not." 


Independents ask voice in replacing McCabe

"Independent" Democrats In Wheeling 


Township have offered to dissolve their 
rump organization In exchange for a 
voice in selecting n successor to James 
L. McCabe, commlttccman of the Regu- 
lar Democratic Organization who has an- 
nounced his resignation. 


McCahc's response to the overture was 


that Ills successor will be named by the 
precinct captains of the regular or- 
ganization, and that members of the 
Wheeling Township Independent Demo- 
cratic Coalition arc not eligible to vote. 
McCabe said yesterday, however, that he 
had not seen the written offer. 


In n tetter to McCabe, Nathaniel Leigh- 


ton, chairman of the independent coali- 
tion, asked that two members from his 
organization be added to a three-member 
committee appointed by McCabe to es- 
tablish the machinery for selecting his 
successor. 


"IN RETURN for this opportunity to 


be recognized as members of the regular 
organization and to assist In the selection 
of a new commlttccman," Lclghton 
wrote, "our steering committee has 


agreed to disband our organization and 
recommend that each of its members be- 
come as active in the regular organiza- 
tion as they were In the independent or- 
ganization." 


Lclghton told the Herald that, if the 


regular organization agreed to the pro- 
posal by the coalition, "we would have a 
candidate" for commlttccman. 


He added that he would appear before 


the precinct captains as a candidate, if 
the regular organization accepted the of- 
fer by the coalition. 


McCabe said that he will not name a 


successor. The normal process for filling 
a vacancy in the commlttccman's post, 
he said, was for the precinct captains to 
recommend a candidate to the Cook 
County Central Committee, which would 
then make the appointment. 


State Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, one of the three- 
member committee, said she knew "of 
no case" in which the central committee 
had not accepted the recommendation of 
the precinct captains. 


MRS. CHAPMAN said she has not met 


with the other committee members, 


regular organization treasurer Pete Wen- 
zcl and Lorcna Stevens, president of the 
township Democratic women's organiza- 
tion. She said there has been no decision 
as to what procedure will be followed In 
recruiting, screening or recommending 
candidates. But she said she would wel- 
come any nominations or recommenda- 
tions from any Democrat. 


She added, however, that electing a 


commlttecman from outside the ranks of 
the regular organization would be like 
"electing as president of the Rotary Club 
someone who not only hasn't been an of- 
ficer, but who hasn't even been a mem- 
ber." 


McCabe commented, "I doubt if they 


(the independent coalition) would elect 
me as their president."

Federal f iind cutback 
will hurt: school chief 


A federal fund cutback could wipe out 


Cook County's school truancy and build- 
ing Inspection staffs next year, Richard 
M a r t w I c k, county superintendent of 
schools, said Monday. 


Mnrtwlck, In an appearance before the 


Cook County Board, said he will lose 
$7G.'t28 to finance 11 staff positions when 
the Emergency Employment Act expires 
In December. 


"This will cripple our life safety and 


truancy departments," he said. 


To "compensate for the loss," Mart- 


wick asked the board to boost his person- 
nel budget to $120,000 in 1074. The 
request, a hike of seven per cent, would 
Increase the truancy and Inspection staff 
to M persons.

A man hits a golf ball about 225 yards 


on his drive and then has about 150 yards 
to get to the green on a par-4 hole. The 
overage woman golfer has to play golf 
by wit rather than strength. She hits her 
drive ISO yards, the second about 130 
yards. Still 75 yards short of the green, 
she's got to swing a lot of short, tricky 
finesse shots to reach the green. With 
more In-between shots, a woman plays a 
shorter game of golf. 


"It's a game of feel rather than of ac- 


tual power," said LPGA pro Louise 
Suggs. And here are some fine points she 
feels a woman can use to Improve her 
golf game. 


TO MASTER the short game, try not 


to bo overanxious and think you can hit 
the ball completely to the hole. Instead, 
consider the possibilities of rolling. If you 
are hitting uphill, hit a little further. 
Downhill, don't hit quite so hard. Never 
try to put backspln on the ball. Let the 
grooves on (ho clubhead do that for you. 
Striking the ball properly will automati- 
cally put a bnckspln on the boll. 


The most Important single factor in the 


short game Is selecting the right club. 
And, If a woman's going out to buy golf 
clubs, this year more than ever before, 
she's got a lot to consider. 


Overwhelmed 
by the phenomenal 


growth and demands of women golfers, 
golf companies hnve been busy con- 
sulting LPGA pros and suddenly there's 
a whole new spectrum of feminine, color- 
ful ladles golf equipment in the pro 
shops and sports catalogues.

The 
Ladies Pro Golf Association tour soared 
from five In the '30s to 60 members In 
the "703.

past decade," said Rossi, "their impact 
goes beyond mere members. Women now 
in their second and third stages of golf 
have drastically changed their recrea- 
tional philosophy as well as how they 
play the game." 


In the past women felt that extra mon- 


ey In the budget should go to getting 
their husbands the best golf clubs. But 
mobility, changes in family orientation 


and increased leisure time have freed 
women from feeling guilty about spend- 
ing money on their own recreation equip- 
ment. 


Beginner or pro, a woman today has to 


be aware and Informed to select the 
clubs that best suit her. To make a valu- 
able purchase she should take into con- 
sideration her own strength, size, weight, 
length of arms and hand size as they re- 


late to her ability to swing a golf club. 
According to Tony Penna, long-time 
golf professional and designer of his own 
line of clubs, "A woman changes with 
age and so should her clubs." 


IN OTHER WORDS, the club you 


played with at 25 may not fit your Indi- 
vidual strength and style at 40. 


A complete line of woods and irons are 


now available for women. The Super 
Blade, designed to help the ladies, pro- 
vides the largest power area of any iron 
made. It is ideally suited to women be- 
cause by shortening the hosel this weight 
is now distributing through the club- 
head's hitting area giving greater play- 
ability, power and clubhead thrust. 


"If the shaft doesn't fit a woman's 


swing velocity, the golf club could be 
useless," Toney Penna said. He's a firm 
believer that no woman golfer can play 
to full potential unless her clubs are 
made to personal specifications. 


Cognizance of the ladies' market came 


to most golf manufacturers about nine 
years ago when Betty Jameson and Cybil 
Griffen were great names in golf. Pam- 
p e r i n g led to design modification. 
Here's what women's force in the mar- 
ketplace generated.

ladies equipment led them to design a 
specific shaft for women. It's not a cut- 
down men's shaft, and. women's grips 
are one-thirty second smaller than the 
men's. And other manufacturers have 
made other changes to benefit women. 


Aesthetically, women seem pleased 


manufacturers show color-coordinated 
woods in mahogany mist, high luster 
blues or exotic greens. But flashy color 


, shouldn't prevent them from looking in- 


tently for the same quality features 
found in men's clubs, differing only 
slightly in lighter weights, slightly short- 
er shafts and grip size.

A search to regain life's pleasant memories

VIENNA — Can pleasant memories be 


recaptured? 


As Lufthansa flight 2GG from Munich 


turned into its landing pattern, my 
thoughts raced back three years to my 
previous visit to this gay Austrian city. 


Nostalgically, I remembered the warm 


summer night Clare and I waltzed under 
the stars in the Stadtpark — the hilarity 
and "Wiener Gcmutllchkelt" at the new 
wine' garden in Grinzlng — the acute 
sense of history as we toured the private 
chambers of Maria Theresla, Franz Jo- 
seph and Marie Antoinette in Schonbrunn 
Palace ... and music, music, music ev- 
erywhere. Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, 
Schubert — and, most of all — the king 
of the waltzes, Johann Strauss. 


This time it was a business trip — but 


with plenty of free weekend time to ex- 
plore. Our headquarters — the first class 
Parkhotel Schonbrunn is directly across 
from the mile-square Schonbrunn Palace- 
Gardens. 


The Mayor of Vienna hosted our dele- 


gation at a special reception and dinner 
Friday night — an elegant affair held at 
the city hall in the center of town. 


SATURDAY WAS FREE for sight- 


seeing, shopping and strolling the streets 
of the old city within the Ringstrasse, 
a tree-filled, 10-lane, 184-foot-wide boule- 
vard that almost surrounds the central 
city. 


YOUR GUIDE TO TRAVEL 


THE MALL in the center of Schonbrunn Park behind 


Schonbrunn Palace, summer homo of the Hapsburgs, ru- 


lers of the Austrian Empire for 250 years. 


Nothing had changed. Nothing. Not a 


single modern high-rise was there to mar 
the skyline. The 448-foot spire of St. Step- 
hen's Cathedral had no competition. 
Thank goodness. 


Vienna is probably the only large Eu- 


ropean city not in the midst of a glass, 
steel and stone building boom — or torn 
up for installation of a new Metro sys- 
tem! 


In the afternoon we drove out to the 


Prater amusement park, not much dif- 
ferent than other amusement parks ex- 
cept for one special attraction — the 
world's largest Ferris wheel "Das Wie- 
ner Riescnrad." Built in 1896 by an Eng- 
lish engineer, it lifts you 210 feet above 
the park. Its box-car size gondolas easily 
hold 30 people and a ride taking ten min- 
utes is just one full revolution. From the 
top we could look out across all Vienna. 
In the distance we could see the "Wle- 
nerwald" — the famous Vienna Woods, 
thousands of wild and hilly acres north 
and west of the city. 


We stopped at the Hofburg Palace, a 


massive complex of surprises. Its 18 sec- 
tions are built in a hodge-podge of archi- 
tecture spanning eight centuries. Besides 
the Hapsburg's winter palace, the Hof- 
burg includes several museums, shops, 
halls for international conventions, two 
churches, a small chapel where the 
Vienna Boys Choir sings, and the Spanish 
Riding School where the white Lipizzan 
horses perform. 


The boys choir public appearance and 


the riding school exhibition are both Sun- 
day morning events all year long except 
in July and August. 


The chapel and the Lipizzan arena are 


only a few hundred feet apart and tickets 
to both are extremely hard to come by 
because of very small seating capacities. 


Saturday night in Grinzing! It seemed 


like every tourist and half the local 
Vienna population had the same idea. 


Grinzing is the most popular of a half- 


dozen "new wine villages" located just 
inside the Vienna Woods. 


TOUR MOTORCOACHES by the doz- 


ens, cars by the hundreds, were parked 
three and four deep around the dozen or 
t,a "Heurige," a word that means both 
the newest vintage wine and the garden 
or establishment that serves it. 


It all started with a law that said a 


man could sell wine from his own vin- 
yard tax free in his own wine garden, if 
he sold no other wine or liquor. Tradi- 
tionally this type of "happy hour" estab- 
lishment is recognized by a pine branch 
hung on the sign over the door. 


All the Heurige In Grinzing that serve 


food as well as their homemade wine of- 


•"fer the same main course to everyone — 
broiled chicken. 


We bad reservations at one of the larg- 


est Heurige and every one of its 400 seats 
in a labyrinth of small rooms were occu- 
pied with Saturday night celebrants, 
couples, parties, families, natives and 
touristsX 


It was just as I remembered. Crowds, 


music, dancing, and brightly costumed 
girls pushing through with huge trays of 
glass wine mugs over their heads. The 
heaping plates of broiled chicken and sal- 
ed were delicious. All around, we could 
hear the babble of German, French, Ital- 
ian and English. 


Language seemed to be no barrier to 


understanding. A German family of 
three generations cornered me in the 
courtyard. The son obviously wanted to 
demonstrate his mastery of English in 
front of his family. With my few words of 
fractured German we got along fine. 


The next morning we walked from the 


Heitzing Gate across from our hotel 
through the park to Schonbrunn Palace. 
Broad gravel paths alternate with flower 
beds. Corridors of tall clipped hedges 
and shaped trees form a geometric pat- 
term of avenues that allow a glimpse of 
the palace from avenue intersections. 


Among the hundreds of park strollers, 


we could easily spot the difference be- 
tween the casually dressed tourists and 
the after-church dressed up Viennese 
families. 


FOR ME, Schonbrunn Palace is the 


most spectacular in Europe. Although 
not as architecturally impressive as Ver- 
sailles, it's big by any measurement — 
especially considering that it was just a 
summer palace. 


Of its 1,400 rooms, 43 are open to the 


public. Each is more treasure-laden than 
the last — authentic, original furnish- 
ings, decorations and artwork that 
boggle the mind — and the private state 
apartments of 250 years of Austrian Em- 
pire Royalty! We wandered through* 
rooms of Maria Theresia who had 16 


children, among them Marie Antoinette, 
(who later lost her head in the Place dc 
La Concorde in Paris over some silly 
statement she made about people eating 
cake) — and Emperor Franz Joseph who 
ruled the Austrian Empire for 68 years. 


Even Napoleon Bonaparte got Into the 


act. He conquered Austria in 1809 and 
made Schonbnimr Palace Ms headquar- 
ters after he married Marie Louise, 
daughter of Emperor Franz. It takes two 
hours just to walk through the 43 
rooms. I wonder if any of its royal resi- 
dents ever saw all 1,400 rooms? 


Waltzing in the Stadtpark in front of a 


hatbox bandstand on a warm summer 
night! It was one of my most vivid mem- 
ories of Vienna. So, Sunday evening, af- 
ter a reception and buffet at the Hotel 
Inter-Continental, I decided to revisit the 
scene. Crossing the Wienfluss, a canal 
that borders the park, I could hear the 
music — but not from the bandstand. 
The evening was cool so activities had 
been moved indoors to a large salon 
called the Kursalon. It was packed. Long 
tables of wine drinkers surrounded the 
crowded dance floor. A 4-piece orchestra 
was filling the hall with Viennese wal- 
tzes. 


About mid-evening the orchestra lead- 


er held up his hands and a hush of antici- 
pation fell over the crowd. A troop of 
period costumed professional waltzers 
entered as the leader turned and gave 
the known beat. The Blue Danube Waltz, 
of course! The emotional impact was 
stunning — like the perfect performance 
of a National Anthem. 


Unlike most other great cities of the 


world, Vienna seems to fiercely resist 
changes. All but one. Unfortunately, in 
the area of inflation, Vienna is in the 
forefront. In three years we found the 
price of everything had more than 
doubled.

away their weapons and settled down. 
From then on, the Cuernavaca train was 
as peaceful as a Disneyland monorail. 
But even with the territory tamed, the 
train looks like rolling stock from a six- 
pistol thriller — set amid dazzling tech- 
nicolor terrain. 


PICTURE THE SCENE: The train 


winds up impossibly beautiful mountains 
across a 10,000-foot high pass, with full 
brakes on the downgrade to Cuernavaca. 
It creaks and curves through bald-faced 
gaps, on past odd little cones of dead 
volcanoes and rocky shoulders bulging 
out of pines and tall grass. Seemingly at 
any minute, a stalwart lawman should 
mosey through the train cars to survey 
the riders on the slat benches. 


More local color comes with the people 


along the route. Whenever the train 
stops, Indian vendors appear with bas- 
kets of food and drink. They walk along 
hawking their wares as travelers hang 
out of tho windows to buy their lunch. 
Everybody eats each time food appears. 


So, most passengers bring more appetite 
than baggage. 


But food is not always the only reason 


for a rest stop. The engineer has been 
known to stop and chat with relatives 
who live along the way. Passengers can 
get off during such a pause to stretch 
their legs, or even pick wild flowers in 
the fields.

evidence of car ownership? What about 
insurance and registration? 
Be sure 


there's a first aid kit, flashlight, bat- 
teries, and maps. Tuck in a box of tis- 
sues and moist towelettes too. A note- 
book and ballpoint pen also come in 
handy. 


• The Trunk — Maintain a fire ex- 


tinguisher — a good spare tire — jock — 
tire changing tools — flares — V-bclts 
for fan, generator and power steering. It 
might be a good idea to slip In some old 
clothes just in case you have to change a 
tire on the highway. 


• The kids — Remember pillows, 


books, writing materials, games, a deck 
of cords, a few snacks and a thermos of 
juice or milk. 


When you pack your car, try not to 


overload the trunk. Too much weight be- 
hind the rear wheels has a tendency to 
lift needed weight from the front wheels 
making steering more unreliable, accord- 
Ing to a Chicago Motor Club spokesman. 


And — don't overload a car-top car- 


rier. This can make your car sway when 
you change lanes or round curves. 


Be a good navigator and chart your 


course well before you leave home. Study 
the map carefully, marking unfamiliar 
e x i t and entrance ramps 
on ex- 


pressways, or expected 
turn-offs on 


smaller roadways. 


It helps to have one or two members of 


the family take charge of the map to as- 
sist the driver. Our 13-year-old Billy has 
become quite an expert at this. 


Whenever possible, call ahead to make 


motel reservations well in advance — es- 
pecially if you're planning to stop at pop- 
ular areas. 


Don't forget all the necessary things 


such as stopping deliveries of milk, mall 
and newspapers, locking the doors and 
windows, pulling the electrical plugs on 
appliances, and turning on the automatic 
timers for several lamps In your home.

NEW YORK - If you're driving to 


Canada or Mexico this summer, you'll 
find crossing the border Is easy — pro- 
vided you have the proper documents 
with you. 
If you don't have thorn, you're likely to 
find you'll have to delay your trip or, 
worse yet, cancel it, according to a lead- 
ing auto insurer. 


As an American citizen, you won't 


need a passport or visa. Even so, you 
should carry some proof of citizenship. A 
voter's registration card or a birth or 
baptismal certificate will do. 


If you're a naturalized citizen, be sure 


you have with you papers attesting to the 
fact. And If you're a foreigner per- 
manently residing in the United States, 
you should have your Allen Registration 
Receipt Card In your possession. 


MEXICAN TOURIST rules arc similar 


to those for Canada except for the re- 
quirement that every visitor 15 years of 
age or over carry an official Mexican 
Tourist Card, which is good for ISO days. 
Tourist cards are not required for visits 
of 72 hours or less.

If you're going to Canada, he'll ar- 


range for you to receive a Non-Resident 
Intel-province Motor Vehicle Liability In- 
surance Card. In some Canadian prov- 
inces a car may be impounded if such 
proof of financial responsibility is not 
furnished in case of accident. 


Most U.S.-lssued automobile Insurance 


Is valid only within 10 miles of the Mexi- 
can side of the border. However, your 
Insurance agent can arrange special cov- 
erage for you with a Mexican company. 


While private passenger car insurance 


Is not compulsory in Mexico, you 
shouldn't drive there without it, for an 
uninsured motorist who becomes in- 
volved In an accident south of the border 
is subject to "detalnment." That means 
jail.

Want to REALLY know an elephant? 


by JACK P. GABRIEL 


KANDY, CEYLON (SRI LANKA) - If 


you're fond of elephants, as most people 
are, and want to get better acquainted 
with them than you can at a circus, head 
for Kandy, the charming hillside city on 
this island. 


About noon each day, several ele- 


phants and their mahouts take a dip In 
the river just outside the city. They used 
to be working animals, who came to the 
river to cool off during the day. They're 
still working elephants, but now they 
earn their owners' living by going in and 
out of the water, which they love, and 
doing stunts for tourists' cameras. If you 
'feel so inclined, you can go right into the 
river with them, and what a sight that 
will make when you show slides of it to 
your friends. 


This country's real name is now The 


Republic of Sri Lanka, changed back to 
that ancient name in May, 1972. It will 
probably be many years before people 
stop calling it Ceylon. But almost every- 
one who comes here visits Kandy, which 
is just 72 miles from Colombo, now the 
capital and the largest city on the island. 


KANDY WAS once a capital city, and 


today it is to Ceylon what Kyoto is to 
Japan,, although it does not resemble that 
city physically, except In charm and am- 
bience. It has become a cliche for vis- 
itors to say that Kandy is dandy, but 
that's exactly what it Is. 


It has a very distinct personality, 


something that is felt and appreciated by 
all who go there. Kandy stamps itself im- 
mediately on the awareness of everyone 
fortunate enough to get to know it as 
something special. 


Oddly, it Isn't the town itself that 


creates the effect. Its buildings are old 
and ramshackle in the Asian manner, 
only two or three stories high. It Is the 
hills that surround it, enclosing It tender- 
ly as if Nature gives it special protec- 
tion, that gives Kandy its unique quality. 
The artificial, mile-long lake in the cen- 
ter, Is the warp and woof of the city. 


One of Kandy's greatest attractions is 


the annual Perahera, the most splendid 
festival In Asia, and attended by visitors 
from all over the world. This year it will 
take place on the ten days between Aug. 
6 and the 16th. As it is the grandest spec- 
tacle of its kind, tourists crowd In to wit- 
ness at least part of it. 


Its origin dates back about 2,000 years, 


and it honors the Tooth Relic of the Bud- 
dha, which is housed in Kandy's famed 
Temple of the Tooth, another tourist at- 
traction. The procession is comprised of 
a hundred richly decorated elephants, 
1,000 dancers In fine costumes, drum- 
mers and the bearers of flaming torches, 
whip crackers and musicians. Although 
there are countless processions, festivals 
and other spectacles in the world, noth- 
ing quite equals the Perahera in Kandy. 
It's also another fine opportunity to get a 
closeup of some elephants, and never 
will you see them decorated in a manner 
more dazzling.

The palm-lined curved roads, 
the fabulous orchid house, and the tower- 
ing bamboo groves along the river com- 
bine with the numerous spice trees and 
all flowers indigenous to Ceylon, and 
elsewhere, to make this an enchanted 
area. Dating back more than 600 years, 
you'll never seen finer gardens than 
these. 


NOT FAR from Kandy, are the ruins of 


the ancient city of Polpnnaruwa, which is 
one of the three similar archeological 
wonders of Ceylon, or of the world.

Let's challenge 


Postal Service 


Get ready for the Big Sell from 


the U. S. Postal Service, folks. 


We are shortly to be regaled with 


facts and figures telling us how 
much mail delivery has been im- 
proved since the Post Office went 
from being a department of the 
U.S. Government to an "Indepen- 
dent agency." 


Never mind the Christmas cards 


which arrived on Jan. 3 — or the 
notice of a business meeting which 
arrived the day following the meet- 
ing — or the electric bill payment 
w h i c h took six days to go 
crosstown. 


We. and the U.S. Congress, are 


going to be told again how much 
better our postal service is now 
than it was when it was bogged 
down in government bureaucracy. 


Never mind that dim memory in 


your mind that when you were a 
youngster, the mailman used to 
come twice a day, and that hardly 
anybody ever asked, "Didn't you 
get my letter?" when they arrived 
with the five kids, the dog and 
Aunt Maude to spend the weekend. 


We arc also going to be told that 


in order to continue this over- 
whelming trend toward greater 
and greater service by the U.S. 
Postal Service, that we arc going 
to have to cough up another 25 per 
cent to mail a simple letter. 


Never mind that there Is a grow- 


ing network of Independent busi- 
nessmen across the country mak- 
ing themselves a goodly piece of 
change by handling the dregs of 
the U.S. mail, the third and fourth- 


class variety, and doing it more 
cheaply and more efficiently than 
the U.S. Postal System. 


Never mind that bunch of up- 


starts claiming they could just as 
well handle first-class mail for half 
the price the U.S. Postal Service is 
going to ask — 10 cents a letter, 
folks. 


Sometime in September, the U.S. 


Postal Service will go, cap in hand, 
to the U.S. Congress and explain 
humbly that as much as it has im- 
proved the mail service in the last 
two years, it can't really continue 
thnt fantastic record without in- 
creasing its income by 25 per cent, 
two cents per clip for every man, 
woman and child who has to mail a 
letter. 


From the crowd in the Congress, 


there will come a shrill voice of 
protest from U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th, who has been shout- 
ing into the wind for years that the 
independent postal service might 
be able to do it better, and cheap- 
er. 


The most recent rate increase 


sought by the Postal Service will 
surely prompt Crane once again to 
raise his voice in a plea to give the 
independents a chance — take the 
restrictions off the delivery of first- 
class mail and see if they can't im- 
prove service. 


It is time that others lent their 


voices to Crane's plea. We now add 
ours, and we urge our readers to 
do likewise in letters to their repre- 
sentatives and senators in Wash- 
ington. 


Examining energy 


Soon we may catch another 


quick look at the monstrous power 
belonging to major energy con- 
glomerates in the United States. 


There couldn't be a better time 


for such an examination. Today we 
face 
a 
not-too-scvcre gasoline 


shortage, but this winter experts 
have predicted a shortage of fuel 
oil. It's time for a look, and in the 
following manner: 


—The subcommittee on energy 


of the House Public Works com- 
mittee, chaired by U.S. Rep. 
James J. Howard, D-N.J., will ex- 
amine the energy situation — 
"crisis or covcrup" — this month. 


Howard plans to delve into the 


conflicting reports of doom and 
gloom ground out with a lockstep 
regularity by the oil companies, 
and the apparent availability of 
gasoline supplies to some market- 
eers. 


—We're finally getting some ac- 


tion from the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. An extensive study, final- 
ly released after much prodding by 
U.S. Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich., 


shows major oil companies "have 
behaved in a similar fashion as 
would a classical monopolist: they 
have attempted to increase profits 
by restricting output." 


The report will serve as the basis 


for an intensive look at the in- 
dustry by the Senate Investigations 
subcommittee. It could lead to rec- 
ommendations that the oil com- 
panies divest themselves of cer- 
tain operations. 


—A class action suit filed by 


Florida's attorney general, accus- 
ing major oil companies of mo- 
nopolistic practices, and the es- 
tablishment of a special Cost of 
Living Council unit to audit oil in- 
dustry records are other initiatives 
in this important area. 


The symptoms of our energy 


problems can only be dealt with 
when all the facts are released for 
our examination. In the past, com- 
pany representatives have avoided 
the glare of publicity; if we are to 
develop a badly needed national 
energy policy, it must be with their 
complete willingness to tell all 
about their industry.

NEW YORK - David Rockefeller, Just 


back from opening financial doors to 
China, has worked banking miracles in 
rlobo-glrdllng missions the last six 
months. 


Tin Chase Manhattan Bank chairman 


re-established banking relations with the 
two biggest Socialist powers in the world, 
strengthened tics with Russia's satellites 
and, at the same time, made a strong bid 
to regain New York bonking supremacy 
from archrival First National City Bank. 


In his first Interview since returning 


from Peking as the accredited represen- 
tative of the Bank of China In the United 
States, Rockefeller obviously was 
pleased with his success In unfreezing a 
banking cold war which existed for dec- 
ades. 


"I'm very encouraged," said Rockefel- 


ler, a soft-spoken, genial man who tends 
toward dark suits, red tics and blue 
shirts. 


"In every case we've been invited by 


the Socialist governments and have been 
warmly and generously received even 
though I head a large capitalist bank and 
my name Is closely Identified with capi- 
talism." 


IN JANUARY, Rockefeller toured Hun- 


gary, Yugoslavia, Romania and Poland, 
cementing bonking relationships in the 
satellites countries. 


In May, after months of negotiations 


with Russian officials, he opened up the 
first American banking office in the So- 
viet Union in more than SO years. 


Early this month, following a 10-day 


visit to China and talks with Premier 


Chou En-la! and his aides, Rockefeller's 
bank became a representative of the 
Bank of China, the first such East-West 
contact since the Chinese Revolution 24 
years ago. 


"In a matter of days, after an offoclal 


exchange of letters of intention, we will 
bo handling remittances from the United 
States to China, and travelers' letters of 
credit. Hopefully, we'll progress from 
there," he said. 


What is the next target, Rockefeller 


was asked. 


"Actually, I do plan another trip to an- 


other Socialist country," Rockefeller 
said. "Late in September, after the 
World 
Bank International Monetary 


Fund meeting In Nairobi, I will visit Al- 
geria. It trades heavily In natural gas, 
you know." 


IN TOURS THROUGH Shanghai, Pek- 


ing, Slam and Hangchow, Rockefeller 
visited Chinese banks and noted little 
similarity to American banks. "There 
really is no mechanization beyond the 
abacus which, I must admit, they use 
with great speed and accuracy. No com- 
puters. I didn't even sec a typewriter in 
one branch I visited but, then they also 
have a much simpler system to sup- 
port," he said. 


Asked to compare the Russians and 


Chinese as negotiators, Rockefeller said 
both were tough bargainers. "But the So- 
viets make acceptable deals when they 
want something," 
he said. 
"We've 


worked out twor or three with them and, 
while they didn't bring great profits, they 
wcro attractive, I suspect the Chinese 
also will be flexible."

Q. "We have our eye on a house Hint 


would cost about 315,000 — available with 
no down payment. All we would have to 
pay would be about $100 In closing costs 
plus Ilic first month's payment on tltc 
loan and l/12th of (lie estimated taxes 
and Insurance. Payments plus utilities 
would cost n little more than rent, but 
we'd be buying the house. Do you think 
this Is a good Idea? Our combined In- 
come Is just under 39,000 gross a year." 


A. Two problems exist in house deals 


with no down payment: (1) Equity build- 
up from each month's payments arc so 
small that very little of the house be- 
comes yours for years. (2) Due to the 
selling and title conveyance costs, a 
house will bo worthh less than you owe 
on It.for.5 to 15 years. Without Inflation 
effects, the Federal Housing Admini- 
stration figures 22 years will elapse be- 
fore the loan principal Is paid down to 
the net value of the house. 


Inflation has rescued many a no-down 


buyer by Increasing the price of the 
house. Recently a couple bought a house 
for $16,500 on a no-down deal. If they 
were to attempt to sell it within a year 
or two. It might bring $15,000 after de- 
ducting sales commission, prepayment 
penalty, excise tax, and discount points 
to arrange a new loan. If they wcro 
forced to sell, they could end up owing 
$1,000.

in a resale could cost you more than 
continuing to rent. 


Q. "Now that I've seen the price of 


gasoline rise nearly 4 cents a gallon In 
the past month, I'm beginning to get the 
message about engine size and fuel ccon. 
omy. But. how small a car should I buy? 
Arc small cars safe on freeways?" 


A. Auto weight makes a tremendous 


difference In gasoline cost. Changing 
from a so-called full-size car to an In- 
termediate may gain a difference of 3 
to 6 miles per gallon. For example, the 
Environmental Protection Agency cal- 
culates that if all the cars on the road 
weighed 2,500 pounds each instead of 
3,500, the country could save 2.1 million 
barrels of oil every day — that's as 
much as the country can expect to 
pump out of the Alaskan North Slope oil 
fields. 


For a change in gasoline mileage to 


mean real savings, take a big step down. 
Smaller cars are definitely the trend of 
the future — cars that get 20 to 30 miles 
per gallon rather than 10 to 15. Look for 
cars with engines under 2,000 cubic cen- 
timeters for real economy. 


Are small cars safe? In collisions with 


big cars small cars come off second best. 
But, regular-size cars come off second 
best In a collision with a truck. Any car 
loses when it hits anything solid — like a 
bridge abutment. With more and more 
small cars on the rood, your chances of 
coming out even with a car your own 
size arc Increasing. You're safe in any 
car only when you avoid collisions com- 
pletely. 


Q. "How can we figure whether we 


owe too much money? I mean, what 
should we compare our debts to?" 


A. For some families, any debt other 


than their house mortgage loan is too 
much. Other limits commonly used arc: 
(1) Compare the total amount owed on a 
car, furniture, and similar short-term 
credit to your net worth. You figure your

Now he Is the target of two suits filed 
lost week by one of these companies, the 
Country Life Insurance Co., based in 
Bloomington. 


The suits, filed In Cook County Circuit 


C o u r t , seek an Injunction against 
Mauck's June 28 cease and desist order 
which halted the use of an advertise- 
ment, and $250,000 In damages. 


"We believe the actions of the director, 


without notice or warning to Country 
Life, was capricious censorship of a le- 
gitimate advertisement," said a Country 
Life spokesman. 


The advertisement in question was not 


designed to scare people Into buying in- 
surance, the Country Life spokesman 
said. Mauck had charged that the firm's 
ad, picturing a severely Injured accident 
victim with the caption, "It Could Hap- 
pen to You," is a scare tactic.

(2) Payments on loans or contracts 


should not ordinarily exceed 20 per cent 
of your disposable Income — that is, no 
more than 20 per cent of your take-home 
pay after tax and Social Security with- 
holding. 
. (3) At the rate you arc now paying, 
you should be able to pay off all debts 
within 12 months — providing you con- 
tract for new debts. One other point — 
banks insist that businesses clear up 
their debt occasionally.

Q. "I sometimes find it profitable to 


buy used goods either through a classi- 
fied ad or at a garage sale. What kind of 
a written sales slip or contract should I 
get for my own protection?" 


A. Simple across-thc-back-fcnce trades 


of low-value household goods are easy 
and cause little trouble, particularly 
when you know the people. However, 
when you buy something from a strang- 
er, ask for a simple bill of sale. It can be 
handwritten. The bill of sale should pre- 
cisely describe the Item and specify the 
price. 


Most states require some kind of writ- 


ten bill of sale for items costing from $50 
to $100 or more — depending on the 
state. 


For something expensive, such as a 


stereo or TV, you might want to check 
cither the original dealer or your county 
clerk to bo sure there is no outstanding 
chattel mortgage. A serial number and 
manufacturer's name will Identify such 
Items satisfactorily. 


If you can't determine the origin of an 


Item from a stranger, look for any identi- 
fying marks that may have been sten- 
ciled — such as a Social Security or driv- 
er's license number. If goods you buy 
arc later Identified as stolen, you lose 
unless you know you can find the seller.

Hazy Phase IV 
to be unveiled 
within days 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Within a mat- 


ter of days, American consumers and 
businessmen wfll be governed by a new 
set of economic rules: Phase IV of Presi- 
dent Nixon's economic game-plan. 


B a r r i n g some unexpected com- 


plications, such as a worsening of the 
President's illness, the latest attempt to 
stabilize the nation's explosive economy 
will be announced sometime this week. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald 


Ziegler said Nixon approved some parts 
of the program from his hospital bed Sat- 
urday and would make more decisions 
early this week. 


THE ACTUAL announcement probably 


will be made by Nixon's top economic 
advisers: Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, Cost of Living Council (COLO 
Director John T. Dunlop and Herbert 
Stein, chairman of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. 


The President's action will come on 


the heels of a price freeze that has been 
in effect since June 13. 


The freeze barred firms from hiking 


prices above the level they were charg- 
ing on June 13, no matter how much 
their costs have increased In the mean- 
time. In Phase IV, however, prices will 
be allowed to rise by an amount yet un- 
determined.

CBS to air touchy 'Sticks and Bones' 


by HICK DuBROW 


HOLLYWOOD - CBS-TV made some 


headlines this past winter when It post- 
poned its scheduled March showing of 
tho play "Sticks and Bones," a fierce 
drama about a blinded American Viet- 
nam veteran who comes home. 


Many of tho network's affiliate stations 


hnd refused to broadcast the play, which 
had first been an award-winning stage 
presentation, and deals with the veter- 
an's relationship with his family In terms 
unusually strong for television — both as 
drama and satire. 


CERTAIN KEY network and station 


executives felt that "Sticks and Bones," 
which was written by David Rabe, would 
be particularly abrasive at the time to 
many persona because of the emotional 
upheaval accompanying the return of 
Vietnam prisoners of war. 


But producer Joseph Papp, whose New 


York Shakespeare Festival organization 
had turned out tho television adaptation, 
was Incensed at the CBS-TV post- 
ponement. Ho called it "prior censor- 
ship" and mode clear that he doubted 
CBS-TV would carry it. 


Papp was not the only one who felt the 


network would rather be disassociated 
from such a touchy project. And, having 
teen tho video adaptation of "Sticks and 
Bones" at a March preview, this viewer 
can vouch for its slashing content and 
tone. There is little question it is a pro- 
duction that brings strong reactions from 
viewers. 


AND NOW, CBS-TV has announced, 


tho television audience Is scheduled to 
see "Sticks and Bones" after all. The 
network has penciled in the two-hour of- 
fering for prime time Aug. 17, a Friday. 
Says CBS-TV President Robert Wood: 
"Its rescheduling is in keeping with our 
commitment at the time of postponement 
that it would bo broadcast at a later 
date." So no one misses the point of that 
formal statement, it is accompanied by 
(ho original March postponement an- 
nouncement, which said in part: 


"It Is the conclusion of the CBS tele- 


vision network ... that the broadcast of 
"Sticks and Bones" should be postponed 
and broadcast, to be announced, when 
tho context of Its showing will be less 
distressing and its possible application to 
actual events less immediate." 


That March postponement announce- 


ment, which took tho form of a wire to 
CBS-TV's affiliates, noted that "Sticks 
and Bones" had been previewed twice 
for tho stations, and added: 


"As you know, the play deals In com' 


polling allegorical terms with the callous 


reception of an American veteran return- 
ing blinded from war. 


"MOST OF US agree that the produc- 


tlon is a serious, concerned and powerful 
tragedy of some of the uglier aspects of 
human nature as revealed in a highly 
Imaginative contemporary story. In light 
of recent developments, many of us both 
at the network and among the stations 
are now convinced that its presentation 
on the air at this time might be unneces- 
sarily abrasive to the feelings of millions 
of Americans whose lives or attention 
are at the moment emotionally domi- 
nated by the returning POWs and other 
veterans who have suffered the ravages 
of war. 


"Never has there been a greater and 


more serious and responsible sense of 
concern expressed by our affiliates about 
a projected program and the timing of 
its broadcast." 


CBS-TV's scheduling of "Sticks and 


Bones" for the last two hours of its Fri- 
day prime time Aug. 17 Is worth noting 


from a video viewpoint because late Fri- 
day prime time is generally considered 
in the industry as a poor program slot. 
Furthermore, the presentation of the 
play is planned for one of the lowest 
viewing periods of the year — midsum- 
mer. 


IN ADDITION, when CBS-TV broke 


the nows of its rescheduling of the drama 
several days ago, it did so at the start of 
a weekend, traditionally a time to break 
a story that you are trying to play down. 


Nonetheless, 
assuming "Sticks and 


Bones" is aired unchanged from the way 
it was seen in preview, it will bring deep 
and passionate feelings from viewers. 


As for Papp, he says that "naturally 


I'm glad" the play has an air date, but 
adds that he feels the network is "just 
trying to get this albatross of its back." 
Plans for Papp to do a number of spe- 
cials for CBS-TV now are off, and the 
producer says he is talking to ABC-TV.

nine of spades. Then he saw that four 
diamond tricks would give him his con* 
tract. He saw no way to get those four 
tricks if West held four diamonds to the 
king. 


He also saw that at least four tricks 


were sure against all 3-2 breaks and 
against four diamonds held by East ir- 
respective of the location o'f the king pro- 
vided he refused the diamond finesse 
and played his ace. 


The play would cost him a trick if East 


held two or three to the king, but the 
trick lost would not be the contract trick. 


George led a diamond and went up 


with the ace. The king dropped and now 
George was able to score five diamond 
tricks by leading through East's dia- 
monds. 


George made an overtrick. The other 


declarers tried the diamond finesse and 
went down at least one trick.

Dear Dr. Lamb — May I call your at- 


tention to your article in the newspaper 
— "The Sudden Unexplained Crib 
Death." 


I am an R.N., and have been night su- 


pervisor in a small general hospital with 
very limited help, no interns. I was chief 
of all trades, in a rural area. I had ev- 
erything imaginable. However, we had a 
small nursery and I tried to keep close 
contact as much as possible. On occasion 
I would find a baby in the crib wedged 
against the side comer of the crib almost 
asphyxiated, cyanosed, mucus rolling 
from its mouth and nose due to the In- 
carceration of same. I was always lucky 
enough to resuscitate the child. 


According to my observation, due to 


lack of oxygen, as a result of labored 
respiration, the lungs fill with mucus and 
when the doctor does a post mortem ex- 
amination he frequently states the baby 
died of pneumonia. 


This has occurred in older babies, due 


also to inadequate feeding. They go feel- 
ing with their mouths for their bottle un- 
til they feel something and progressively 
work against It until they get wedged up 
and choke. 


Doctors don't think nurses know any- 


thing even though we witness the act. We 
are in close contact with the patient, and 
we should know some of the symptoms 
— of course, we are not allowed to judge 
theoretically, but practically we should 
judge and give our opinion — A nurse's 
opinion is never asked. 


Please accept my apology if I have 


overstepped my quotation. 


Dear Reader — There are a number of 


ways in which infants can be asphy- 
xiated and you have described one pos- 


sible way. However, asphyxiation is not 
what most people are talking about in 
terms of sudden infant death. The sudden 
unexplained problems occur with the 
baby lying normally In the crib with no 
indication that there was any other com- 
plicating factor, or the baby may die 
suddenly, even, on rare occasions, in the 
mother's arm. 


I would like to emphasize again that In 


the real sudden unexplained deaths there 
isn't anything the parents could have 
done about it, or any other person who is 
supervising the infant, and there is no 
reason for them to have guilt feelings 
about what they could have done, or 
should have done, or shouldn't have 
done. 
. 


Having said that, I'd like to say that 


your point Is of interest and it's very im- 
portant for people to appreciate that 
young infants can be asphyxiated in a 
number of different ways. Constant vigil- 
ance Is necessary to protect babies from 
such problems. You've emphasized a 
good point about problems of asphyxia- 
tion and it certainly is difficult some- 
times to tell with ordinary examinations 
afterwards if that was the real problem. 


I don't agree with you that most doc- 


tors don't value the nurse's opinion. We 
depend on their notes, observations, and 
recognize their invaluable help even in 
the most critically ill patients, such as 
their vital role in our coronary care units 
and intensive care units. Good doctors 
appreciate a good nurse and that's why 
so many nurses have been given in- 
creased responsibilities, particularly In 
recent years.

But problem may be digested soon 
Mosquitos, black flies 
bug Maine's coastline 


by JIM MCGREGOR 


ORONO, Maine (UPI) - Maine has a 


scenic coastline, beautiful .evergreen for- 
ests — and an abundance of mosqultos 
and black flies. 


With most pesticides that effectively 


control the pests banned, a professor of 
entomology at tho University of Maine 
is working on a control plan designed to 
make outdoor living more enjoyable 
without ruffling the feathers of environ- 
mentalists. 


Ivan N. McDaniel's good news is in the 


• form of planarians, a type of free-living 
flat worm that is not parasitic but eats 
mosquito larvae. Another type planarium 
eats blackfly larvae. 


"Planarians have a big appetite," the 


professor said in an interview. "Where 
they are present hi water pools, they can 
manage to 96 per cent reduction in mos- 
quitos." 


McDANIEL SAID he cannot foresee 


the use of planarians causing any envi- 
ronmental damage. He said they already 
live hi many of Maine's woodland pools 
and are part of the ecological balance. 


"I can't see much harm in suppressing 


mosqultos and black flies," McDaniel 
said. "Most materials that have been ef- 
fective in controlling them have been 
banned. It seems we have to go to some 
form of biological control." 


He said much more research is need- 


ed before an effective biological control 
program can be implemented. "The 
planarians will virtually wipe out all the 
mosqultos in some pools while in others 
they will be less effective." 


The professor has tried spreading the 


planarians around to new sites in the 
state and said he has had some degree of 
success in getting them to adapt to a new

environment. "I see no real problems hi 
mass producing them and moving them 
to new areas," he said. 


HE SAID THE planarians can repro- 


duce in three ways. They can lay eggs, 
or can reproduce by division — a process 
called transverse fission. Finally, they 
have the unique ability to regenerate. 
That means if a planarian is cut Into two 
parts, rather than dying, the organism 
simply grows into two new organisms. 


"We have successfully experimented hi 


the lab by cutting them into four parts, 
each of which becomes a new individ- 
ual," he said. "Theoretically, we could 
go to tissue culture, producing individual 
organisms from a few cells or a single 
cell." 


McDaniel presently is centering his re- 


search on production methods and said 
that in future years he hopes to have the 
ideal biological control for mosquitos. 


"WE NEED MORE information about 


how to produce planarians by tissue cul- 
ture and we could use more information 
on the types of environments in which 
they excel." 


He said the organisms seem to thrive 


in Maine's cold climate but that they 
are not located in every area. They 
don't seem to like open areas. 


McDaniel said he is interested hi learn- 


ing more about types of planarians hi 
othr parts of the world. "I have heard 
there is a type hi Russia that attacks 
black flies," he said. 


Liossurd in 33rd year on south side 
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Old hand keeping grounds for Sox 


At White Sox Park groundskooplng is 


more than just another menial, mundane 
job that has to be carried out. It's a fam- 
ily affair, and It can bo a fine art If done 
correctly. 


This becomes evident after a talk with 


Gene Bossard, who has been In charge of 
grounds at the south side arena since 
1WO, when he became the youngest head 
groundskccpcr In tho major leagues In 
history. 


The post Is nothing unique to Gene be- 
cause tho name Bossard has become 


most synonymous with groundskccplng. 
Ills father held tho same job at Cleve- 
land years ago, the samo place where 
his two older brothers now keep the 
playing surface In order, and Gene's 
son Roger, a Vietnam war veteran and 
only 20 years old, is his father's assis- 
tant. So tho occupation now has been 
passed down through three generations. 


All that family tradition has helped the 


Bossarcl.1 learn professionally, loo. As 
lt!>» been pointed out, there are ways to 
manipulate a field to favor the home 
team and/or work against the vlsltlrs. 


Bossard readily admits this although 


ho and other groundsmen can get a little 
evasive when It comes to specific means 
of controlling tilings for certain clubs. 


This very topic will be covered on na- 


tional television July 30 on Joo Corn- 
glola's special 13-minutc show that pre- 
cedes NBC's Game of The Week every 
Monday night at 6:43. 


"Ho (Garaglola) asked mo how I help 


a sinker-ball pitcher and how to contain 
a team with a lot of speed," said Bos- 
sard. 


"Welt, I learned a lot about helping 


sinker-ball pitchers when Joo Horlcn and 
Tommy John were here a few years ago, 
because they were both Just that type. 
They got batters to beat the ball Into the 
ground a lot. So, we'd soften the dirt in 
front of home plate to slow down groun- 
ders. If it were hard, a groundout might 
bounce up and bo a two-base hit. 


"Or, In the post when we had a fast 


team that could bunt (such as Chicago's 
last pcnnnt winner In 1910) we'd make 
the foul lines high and sloping in a little 
to keep those bunts from going foul. If 


It's the other team that's fast and good 
hunters and we aren't, then It's just the 
opposite." 


Taking nn example from this year, 


Gene said that "a club like Oakland has 
more speed than usual with guys like 
(Bert) Campancris and (Bill) North, so 
for them we soften tho dirt around the 
baselines by wetting it a lot. This should 
be done particularly in tho area of first 
base where they get their start (on sto- 
len base attempts). If you can contain 
them just half a step it can mean a ball 
gome because there are a lot of close 
bang-bang plays at second." 


He also said there are ways of helping 


the outfielders. If they happen to be 
slower than average, the grass is kept 
high in tho power alleys, which might 
keep a ball from rolling to the wall and 
make it a double Instead of triple. 


Of course, conditions are the same for 


both teams so scheming can backfire 
once In a while. But in the long run there 
arc ways to help the home team. "It's all 
predicated on the type of club you have 
and the type you're playing," said Bos- 
sard. "What we do can change from one 
scries to the next. 


"You don't fool the opposition. They 


know when the foul lines arc high or the 
grass Is high and they piny It accord- 
ingly. They might play In (hen. So the 
batter will forget the bunt and try to hit 
It past them." 


It Is obvious that how the grounds are 


kept is a factor in the giant chess-like 
game of strategy that Is every game. 
And while Bossard is the most experi- 
enced and one of the best at manipulat- 
ing a field, he's not the only one. It's a 


common practice for groundskeepers in 
tho majors. 


The work hours for Bossard and his 


staff of 18 men are unusual and change- 
able to say the least. They don't have to 
do much when the team is out of town or 
in the off-season, but when the Sox are at 
home they have a back-breaking sched- 
ule that makes up for it. Bossard earns 
when he calls the generous pay he 
draws. 


"When we're home and playing night 


gomes I put in 16-17 hours a day," he 
says. "Roger and I are out here at 6 in 
the morning and the other workers are 
here by 7. And we're not through until 
the game Is over." That's often about 11 
p.m. 


Besides watering, fertilizing, lining the 


field and generally getting It in perfect 
condition, Bossard's staff must of course 
bo on call throughout every game to get 
the tarp on the field at a moment's no- 
tice In case of rain and loosen the in- 
field dirt halfway through each contest. 


So demanding is the schedule that 


Gene says he often sheds a lot of pound- 
age during the season. This year his 
weight has dropped from 210 to 175 since 
spring training began. 


His 
vacation is from November 


through January every year before he 
hustles to Florida to get five spring 
training fields In shape. Then he's at Sox 
park in March to get ready for a new 
season. 


There are 
differing 
opinions and 


theories as to type of grass favored by 
different groundskeepers and how to 
keep it up best. It can be quite a techni- 
cal business. 


"Some top experts say the best time to 


water is in the heat of the sun, but you 
lose 40 per cent efficiency watering at 3 
or 4 o'clock," said Bossard. "Besides, 
the players will be out soon after that. So 
we water early in the morning and then 
wet the infield after infield practice." 


Maybe suburban lawn growers could 


take a tip or two from the long-time Sox 
employee. 


He says fertilization, 
determining 


quality of grass, depends on three ingre- 
dients — nitrogen, potash and phospho- 
rous. Phosphorous is for color, nitrogen 
for growth and potash for root system. 


The Sox also have a $5400 electric 


sweeper to clean off the artificial turf 
which was installed in the Infield only in 
1969. It takes an hour a day to carpet- 
sweep. 


Some new parks, especially In the Na- 


tional League, have all artificial turf ex- 
cept for sliding pits. It would seem this 
would subtract a lot of work from 
groundskeepers' jobs, but not so. Some of 
Bossard's counterparts say there Is as 
much if not more work with synthetic 
turf. There is still cleaning, the batting 
cage, foul lines and a tarp to worry 
about. 


So If the Sox ever cover their whole 


field with artificial sod, Bossard still 
won't have to worry about being phased 
out of a job. 


In his 33 years with the club, Bossard 


has so many memories of so many 
teams, players and games that he can 
hardly begin talking about them all In 
one day. But summing up he said pro 


, ballplayers generally are not tempera- 


mental prlma donnas as their image 
sometimes depicts them. 


"They're the easiest people to get 


along with I've ever known," claims 
Gene. "I can't remember any difficult 
ones. We've got a great bunch of guys 
here. 


"I've enjoyed this job all the time I've 


been here, but even more the last couple 
of years than before when the team was 
down for n while. There's nothing like 
winning to keep everyone happy. And 
Chuck Tanner keeps everyone loose and 
together. 


"My work is pretty much the same ev- 


ery day but it's not monotonous. It's al- 
ways an enjoyable, healthy job."

Hotdog stands yield to pedigreed steak emporiums 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Roadside hotdog stands — once a fa- 


miliar sight along U.S. highways — are 
joining tho ranks of Burma Shavo signs 
and other vanishing bits of Americana. 


Outnumbered and surrounded by fran- 


chise hamburger drive-ins and family 
restaurants, the small roadside trailers 
are rapidly fading Into the blur of golden 
arches, hamburger kings and neon signs. 


One of the oldest — and most success* 


ful - of tho local hotdog stands Is Hip- 
po's at Mlgglns and Plum Grove Roads 
In Schaumburg. Hippo's opened for busi- 
ness In May, 1064, In a 6-foot by 12-foot 
trailer at tho intersection of Routes 72 
and S3. 


In tho early years, the stand was open 


from May to October, offering the tradi- 
tional hotdog, tamalcs and cold drinks. 
Hard work paid off, according to one of 
tho Hippo's managers, and the stand 
soon had enough customers to support a 
small family restaurant. 


Hippo's Is run by a husband and wife 


who ask that people just call them Karen 
and Jerry. 


"In those days if you wanted to go Into 


a profitable business you had to have 
ambition, backbone and want to work," 
Karen said. "Since we opened the restau- 
rant four years ago, we've doubled in 
size." 


DESPITE THE expanded menu and 


changes in the building, Hippo's still 
harks back to its roadside days. 


"We still get the same people we've 


waited on for the past nine years — con- 
struction workers, office workers, semi 
drivers and families," Karen said. 
"We've seen kids grow up and other kids 
born." 


Hippo's management admits it's hard- 


er to make a success of the hotdog busi- 
ness than it was four years ago. Strict 
zoning and health regulations make it in- 
creasingly difficult for people to go into 
business on a shoestring. 


Hippo's owners offer a simple formula 


for their success. , 


"We've always tried to better our- 


selves — that's the only way to explain 
it. We give people a good quality product 
and good service." 


Unincorporated Elk Grove Township 


has proved to be friendly territory for 
small roadside hot dog stands. While 
county officials say they try to dis- 
courage temporary structures, anyone 
who can meet the county standards for 
drive-in restaurants may open a stand. 


One such place Is Sam's Hotdog Stand, 


1 W. Eisner Road, Elk Grove Township. 
The converted laundry trailer has been a 
favorite stop for truck drivers and con- 
struction workers for more than 12 
years. 


Gloria Rlis and Elizabeth Schwerzlcr, 


owners of the stand, said they bought the 
trailer over a year ago because "we like 
to serve the public and we like the hot- 
dog business." 


Veterans of the food service business, 


the women previously owned a tavern 
and snack shop. They work dally from 5 
a.m. to 5 p.m. serving customers a varie- 
ty of food ranging from hot dogs and 
Italian beef to pizza and steak sand- 
wiches. 


"WE AIM TO please the public. We try 


to have the best foods for everybody," 
Miss Rlis said. "If we don't eat it, we 
won't sell it."

Wheeling is making progress in Its 


battle to rid the village of abandoned gas 
stations. In tho past month, steps have 
been taken to convert four of six vacant 
stations to other uses. 


One station, at tho northwest corner of 


Dundee Road and Milwaukee Avenue, 
has been proposed as the site for an auto 
repair clinic. Two stations at the corner 
of Dundee and George roads have been 
demolished for the proposed Pioneer 
Savings and Loan Association. 


A fourth station, at the northwest cor- 


ner of Milwaukee and Jeffrey avenues, 
has a petition pending before the zoning 
board. William Alexander of Glcnvlew is 
seeking business zoning and a special use 
permit to open an auto and truck tire 
store. 


A hearing on the request Is scheduled 


for 8 p.m. July 31. 


If plans for all four projects are ap- 


proved, tho village will only have two 
abandoned gas stations to worry about. 
One of tho vacant stations Is at Mil- 


Board to rule 
on 'banks' dilemma 


The Wheeling Zoning Board will meet 


tonight at 7:30 to discuss whether the 
term "banks" In village codes includes 
savings and loan associations. 


Tho decision rendered by the zoning 


board will affect plans of tho Pioneer 
Savings and Loan Association to move to 
Wheeling. If the board decides that sav- 
ings and loans do not classify as banks 
for zoning purposes, Pioneer will have to 
go through lengthy zoning procedures. 


Pioneer has until Jan. 3,1074, to erect

Tho attorney 
representing Pioneer said that If the sav- 
ings and loon has to go through zoning 
hearings, plans for the move to Wheeling 
may have to be scrapped.

Bill Blcber, director of building and 


zoning, sold recently he has gone out of 
his way to talk to people who want to 
convert tho stations to other uses. Ho 
said, however, there was no particular 
reason why four of the vacant stations 
have been proposed for new businesses 
within tho hist month. 


"IT TAKES TIME." Bleber said. 


"People could have come through here 
last summer and then gone back and 
made up their minds." Ho added that the 
demand for tho stations has probably in- 
creased in the past few years becosuc of 
growth in the village and general decline 
of gas stations. 


The building director said all of the 


abandoned gas stations have prime busi- 
ness locations on major rqadways. 
"They're Ideal locations," he said. "For 
their type of operations, this is where 
they have to be." 


By converting tho abandoned stations 


to other uses, the village is also up- 
grading Dundee Road and Milwaukee 
Avenue. Bleber said new owners must 
upgrade their property to meet village 
codes, and sold this would improve the 
appearance of both streets. 


Although the owners of several of the 


vacant stations had previously asked to 
be allowed to reopen their stations, both 
the zoning board and the village board 
have denied their requests because of 
plans to upgrade Milwaukee Avenue. 


LAST YEAn, the village denied zoning 


requests that would have allowed the old 
Enco station at 352 S. Milwaukee Ave. 
and tho Phillips 66 station at 434 S. Mil- 
waukee Avc. to reopen. 


Several years ago, the village dis- 


cussed passing an ordinance that would 
require the demolition of abandoned gas 
stations. The ordinance never passed, 
but tho building department Instituted an 
informal program to get the abandoned 
buildings torn down. 


Bleber sold, however, he did not push 


for demolition of tho vacant gas stations 
because he learned that they would soon 
be converted to other uses.

Children ready 'fore' play 
New golf classes a swinging scene

Twice a week a group of Wheeling chil- 


dren have been gathering next to the 
park district building to play — not base- 
ball or tag — but golf. 


The children are participants in a new 


summer park district program designed 
to teach children the fundamentals and 
techniques of golf. Fourteen students are 
now enrolled in the class and according 
"they're doing great." 


Symonds said the course is designed to

HE SAID the children are probably

shoo store, Perkins started the stand GVs 
Kara ago "because it was something I 
always wanted to do." 


The stand Is open 6.30 a.m. to 6:30 


p m dally, and offers a full menu. Hot- 
dogs arc still a major item and Perkins 
climates he sells 1,000 to 1,500 a day. 


Sticking closest to the Original concept 


of the hotdog stand Is Sam's Hotdogs, 
York Road and Devon Avenue, Elk 
Grove Village. It Is the only roadside 
stand to operate within the village limits, 
and owner Sam Homer must apply year- 
ly for a special use permit to do business 
on his corner lot. 


Homer got his start In the Elk Grove 


Village location five years ago with a 
hotdog stand from Chicago. A former 
insurance salesman, he works from 6:30 
a m. tola p.m. dally to keep up with the 
flow of steady customers. 


"I've never worked so hard In my life 


— >ou don't get much time off," he said. 


Like the other stands In the area, Hor- 


ncr offers foods ranging from breakfast 
pastrlci to holdogs. In the early morn- 
Ing, rolls and Jonuts arc piled high next 
to the trays of relishes, mustard and 
steaming buns. 


DUIIING THE peak lunchtlmc hours, 


three people crowd Into the small trailer 
to take orders, pour drinks and "as- 
semble" hotdogs. An electric fan sits in 
the corner of the compartment, a vain 
attempt to blow away the heat of the 
summer sun and steaming hotdogs. 


"The secret Is to give your customer 


good food and a lot of It. I buy the best 
hotdogs I can get," Horncr said. 


In addition to buying quality food, Hor- 


ncr advises prospective hotdog stand 
owners to "be prepared to work 10 hours 
a day minimum." 


"You've got to keep nt it every day. If 


I knew five years ago what I know now, 
I don't know if I'd do it again," he said. 


Despite the long hours and cramped 


working conditions, Horncr seems to en- 
joy his work. "The customers arc out of 
this world," he said. 


Despite the enthusiasm of the owners

Roadside hotdog stands — onco a fa- 


mlllnr sight along U.S. highways — ore 
joining tho ranks of Burma Shave signs 
and other vanishing bits of Americana.

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Village continues search for new gas supplier 
Local stations may get 
big increase in business 


Unless Elk Grove Village can find a 


now supplier for bulk delivery of gaso- 
line, local gas stations will have a tre- 
mendous Increase in business starting In 
mid-September. 


Despite weeks of searching, no new 


suppliers hove been found to replace the 
village contract that is being dropped by 
Cities Service Co. In two months. 


George Coney, village finance director, 


said that if a new supplier Is not found, 
"We'll go to the corner station and say 
•till 'er up." 


That is, If the corner station has 


enough. Tho village currently uses about 
110,000 gallons of gasoline a year. 


Elk Grove Village is in a worse situ- 


ation than many other area villages be- 
cause It Is being cut off completely. Oth- 
er villages face rationing or a decrease 


in tho amount of fuel promised, but here 
there will be none at all. 


Coney said he has contacted other sup- 


pliers, but all have said the same thing: 
no new customers. 


The village Is a member of the Du- 


Pago Mayors and Managers Association, 
which has a joint purchasing agreement 
with Standard Oil Co. Coney said Stan- 
dard was contracted, but the company 
would only review the village's request 
"under the federal guidelines for ration- 
ing." 


CITIES SERVICE had threatened to 


stop delivering gasoline to the village in 
March, but the company was persuaded 
to honor its contract that expires Sept. 
IS. The company has said it will not re- 
new the contract. 


Coney sold the company has given no 


reason for wanting to discontinue selling 
gas to the village. He said the village 
had been getting a reduced rate and the 
company may not want to sell for less 
than its dealer cost. 


Cities Services officials were not avail- 


able for comment. 


If a supplier is not found by Sept. l, 


Coney said the village will attempt to 
negotiate with local stations for gas. He 
said the village would try to get a re- 
duced cost and would be exempt from 
the taxes normally charged for gasoline. 


Coney said he did not know how much 


more the village would have to pay by 
purchasing gas from retail stations. 


Most village.vehicles use gasoline, but 


some fire department trucks use diesel 
fuel and two of the police patrol cars use 
propane fuel. These fuels can still be ob- 
tained through bulk distributors. 


Oakton Street nearly ready

Motorists need not heed those strate- 


gically placed road barricade signs along 
Onkton Street from Wolf Road to Hlgglns 
Rond. 


According to John Shry, Cook County 


Highway Dcpt. engineer, tho facelifting 
operation which widened the street from 
two to four lanes Is "practically com- 
plete" along the 1%-mlle strip and the 
barricades will come down this week. 


Workmen only have to clean a scries of 


flood basins along the roadside before 
the $1 million enterprise is finished. State 
and county highway officials'will Inspect 
tho project this week. 


A previous phase of tho Oakton Street 


widening project Involved expansion of 
the road to four lanes between Leo Street 
and Mount Prospect Road. Tho job be- 
gan In May, 1971 and was completed 
little more than a year later. 


Inclement weather caused a delay hi 


the more recent operation said Phillip 
Nclscn, chief construction engineer for 
the county hlRhway department. Cold and 
rainy weather was responsible for more 
than five months of lost working time, he 
said. 


"The rain especially made for lost 


time in the culvert construction at Hlg- 
glns Creek. The rainfall kept filling up 
tho excavations," he said. The street is 
located about two blocks east of Hlgglns 
Road. 


ALTHOUGH MOST OF the road work 


was completed last year the barricades 
were left up because workers were still 
doing "bits and pieces" of work on the 
roadside, according to Nelson. 


He said traffic in the vicinity had to be 


minimized while crews were still work- 
Ing along the road. 


But while the road was being rejuve- 


nated, some business proprietors In the 
area were feeling the consequences, re- 
porting sizable losses in business volume 
since work began last summer. 


Mel Olscn, owner of the Marathon Ser- 


vice Station at Oakton and Mount Pros- 
pect estimated losing at least $4,500 in 
business in the last year. 


"It seems I've lost money every day 


since those signs were put up there," he 
said. "This has been one of the best 
years for construction, there's no reason 
they couldn't have finished last fall and 
taken those signs down." 


Olscn said he will be forced to close 


down his station In September because of 


his losses. 


"Sure the barricades hurt my busi- 


ness," said Plato Funtns, owner of the 
Arco Service Station, at Oakton and Elm- 
hurst Road. "People would see the barri- 
cades and take a different route. It 
would have been better if they were tak- 
en down sooner. I didn't see that much 
work going on there." 


CHUCK GATING, assistant manager at 


Denny's Restaurant, also at Oakton and 
Elmhurst said business was "picking up 
more lately. It seems like people have 
been ignoring the sign for a while any- 
way." 


He said business was most severely 


hurt last year when traffic had to be re- 
routed from Oakton. 


Bob Krause, manager of Noah's Ark 


Pet Center at Oakton and Wieler Road, 
was uncertain how much his business 
was affected but feels he did lose some 
customers to the barricades. 


"Half of out business comes from 


people driving in and we probably lost 
some of those customers." 


Krause said he had placed a sign on

years ago "because It was something I 
always wanted to do." 


The stand is open 6:30 a.m. to 6:30 


p.m. dally, and offers a full menu. Hot- 
dogs arc still a major item and Perkins 
estimates he sells 1,000 to 1,500 a day. 


Sticking closest to the Original concept 


of the hotdog stand is Sam's Hotdogs, 
York Road and Devon Avenue, Elk 
Grove Village. It Is the only roadside 
stand to operate within the village limits, 
and owner Sam Homer must apply year- 
ly for a special use permit to do business 
on his corner lot. 


Horncr got his start In the Elk Grove 


Village location five years ago with a 
hotdog stand from Chicago, A former 
insurance salesman, he works from 6:30 
a.m. tolO p.m. dally to keep up with the 
flow of steady customers. 


"I've never worked so hard in my life 


— you don't get much time off," he said. 


Like the other stands In the area, Hor-

DURING THE peak lunchtime hours,

"The secret is to give your customer

"You've got to keep at it every day. If 


I knew five years ago what I know now, 
I don't know if I'd do it again," he said.

joy his work. "The customers are out of 
this world," he said. 


Despite the enthusiasm of the owners 


of small roadside stands, the hotdog 
trailer will probably continue to die out.

"Ten years ago, you could find dinky 


little stands on corners everywhere in 
Chicago," Hornersaid. "you just don't 
find that many anymore."

Student fees to be lower

Students in High School Dlst. 211 will 


pay $14 in fees next fall, a reduction 
from the $21.50 fee paid by students last 
year. 


The board of education at Dist. 211 


lowered the fee for textbooks from $17 to 
$14 In a resolution Thursday night and 
eliminated a $2.50 fee for the student 
newspaper and a $2 fee for towels used 
in physical education classes. 


Several board members objected to 


charging any fees to students. Board 
member Robert Segcr said he is opposed 
to charging fees and has succeeded in 
getting the board to lower the fees over 
the past few years. 


Edward Perry, elected to the board last 


April, said Thursday, "My view is that 
we don't charge any fees. I have always 
felt that fees to go to public schools are 
wrong." 


DIST. 211 Supt. Richard Kolzc recom- 


mended that a fee be retained for text- 
books. College students pay for their 
textbooks, he said, and "if students and 
parents have some investment in the 
books they have incentive to take care of 
them." 


Perry objected to the analogy between 


h i g h school and college students. 
"People go to college because they want 
to," he said, but high school is required. 


Board Pres. Robert Creek said some 


income for textbooks will aid in balanc- 
ing the budget next year, which he said 
will be "tight" due to the opening of a 
new high school this fall. The district 
now receives about $130,000 per year in 
textbook fees from students. 


If the board eliminated fees, it would 


have to cut spending by $130,000 some- 
where else, said Creek. "We're going to 
have a bad time getting the education 
fund balanced," he said, but the district 
won't have that problem next year when 
the cost of the new school is absorbed in 
the budget. 


The resolution to reduce textbook fees 


passed unanimously. 


IN OTHER action, business manager 


James Slater, reported on state aid legis- 
lation to public schools and the effect the 
legislation would have on Dist. 211 If It is 
signed by the Governor. 


The new legislation, called the "re- 


source equalizer" bill, guarantees a cer- 
tain amount of aid to schools based on a 
set amount of assessed valuation. Since 
all schools would receive aid based on 
the set valuation, poorer school districts 
would get more money than under the 
old state aid formula. No school district 
would get more than 25 per cent of the 
Increase guaranteed to them next year. 


Slater said there are "still some unans- 


wered questions," about the new for- 
mula, but "we could not receive more 
than half a million increased aid next 
year." 


The formula guarantees $1,260 per stu- 


dent in state aid which is "very close to 
what we spend" under the old formula, 
said Creek. 


DURING THURSDAY night's meeting 


Creek also announced that U. S. Rep. 
Philip Crane, R-12th, will dedicate Hoff- 
man Estates High School, the district's 
fifth school which opens this, fall. The 
ceremony has been tentatively'scheduled 
for Oct. 21. 


The board also approved salary in- 


creases for district custodians, mainte- 
nance workers, and matrons. Custodians 
and maintenance workers will receive 
$696 more next year, raising the base 
pay to $7,200 for custodians and $8,400 for 
maintenance workers. Matrons will re- 
ceive $568 more next year raising the 
base to $5,500. 


Other raises approved were a $2,500 in- 


crease for John Paul, division chairman 
in boys and girls physical 
education, 


d r i v e r education and athletics at 
Schaumburg High School, $2,000 for Wil- 
liam Bassitt, director of pupil personnel 
services at Schaumburg, and $1,400 for 
William Bailey, dean of students at the 
school.

Roadside hotdog stands — once a fa- 


miliar sight along U.S. highways — are 
joining the ranks of Burma Shave signs 
and other vanishing bits of Americana. 


Outnumbered and surrounded by fran- 


chise hamburger drlvc-lns and family 
restaurants, the small roadside trailers 
are rapidly fading Into the blur of golden 
arches, hamburger kings and neon signs. 


One of the oldest — and most success- 


ful — of tho local hotdog stands Is Hip- 
po's at Hlgglns and Plum Grove Roads 
In Schaumhurg. Hippo's opened for busi- 
ness In May, 19G4, In a 6-foot by 12-foot 
trailer at tho intersection of Routes 72 
and S3. 


In tho early years, the stand was open 


from May to October, offering the tradi- 
tional hotdog, tamales and cold drinks. 
Hard work paid off, according to one of 
the Hippo's managers, and the stand 
soon had enough customers to support a 
small family restaurant. 


Hippo's is run by a husband and wife 


who ask that people just call them Karen 
and Jerry. 


"In those days If you wanted to go Into

The sower Improvements arc to be In- 


stalled north on Cedar Street and east on 
Hcllcn Road beginning In about two 
months. 


Village engineer Walter Hodcl, in re- 


sponse to questions by both residents and 
trustees, said the effect of tho sewer on 
the neighborhood would depend on the In- 
tensity of any rainstorm and creek condi- 
tions at the time. 


A short storm with the creek at a low 


water level would not affect the present 
flooding problem, he Indicated, while a 
short storm with a high water level 
would aggravate flooding. A long storm, 
he sold, would not affect conditions. 


Village forester way behind 
with dead tree collections 


Virtually every neighborhood In Pnla- 


tino has its share of dead tree limbs, but 
It may be a long time before all tho 
limbs aro removed. 


"We're having one heck of a time 


keeping up," said Village Forester Lloyd 
Wright. "We would like to do more. 
We're doing all we can with them." 


Tho village ranks dead limbs In order 


of how great a safety hazard they pre- 
sent. Limbs which homeowners consider 
a nulsanco but which the village docs not 
consider a serious hazard arc at the bot- 
tom of the list and It may take as long as 
three years for the village to get around 
to removing tho limbs. 


Others, presenting an Immediate haz- 


ard, aro removed as soon as possible, 
according to Wright. 


Village Mgr. Bcrton G. Braun said that 


the village is unlikely to send more than 
ono crew out to get rid of tree limbs, 
because a snorkel is required to get at 
the limbs on taller trees. 


"I'm satisfied with what we're doing 


this year," he said. "Our priority is on 
removing dead trees." Once that is un- 
der control, Braun said, "we'll be in a 
position where we can refine other for- 
estry operations." 


Wright and his assistant arc respon- 


sible for removing, feeding and replacing 
trees as well as taking care of dead 
limbs. 


Some summer help is provided, "but 


most of them are not climbers," Wright 
said, so Instead they work on removal of 
tree stumps. 


Most of the dead limbs are concen- 


trated in older sections of town.

Don*; Vcrdonck takes new school post 
Kids are end product: special education chief

For the new coordinator of special edu- 


cation for High School Dlst. 211, kids 
"tiro still the end product." 


Doug Vcrdonck taught classes for the 


c d u c a b 1 c mentally handicapped at 
Fremd High School for six years. On 
July 1 he became Dlst. 211's first coor- 
dinator of special education. 


The administrator said he hopes to 


keep in direct contact with the class- 
room. 


"I would like to do some teaching if 


possible so that I get to know the kids 
and special education teachers in a work- 
ing relationship," said Vcrdonck. 


Ho said he would like to teach perhaps 


an hour a day, rotating among classes In 
I he district's five high schools. "I can 
help more teachers so, therefore, I can 
help more kids, they're still the end 
product," he said. 


One of (lie problems that many special 


education teachers face is an attachment 
to the student, but Vcrdonck said he 
doesn't think that Is necessarily a bad 
quality. "Emotional attachment to the 
youngsters can be a burden, but yet 
those close feelings make you a success- 
ful teacher," lie said.

For Vcrdonck, attachment to students 


is strong. "These are my kids," he said. 
"You don't spend all that time seeing 
them come in as freshmen and leave 
four years later without feeling some at- 
tachment." 


A KEY TO success In teaching special 


education is to give each student more 
confidence, said Vcrdonck. "Self-concept 
is the name of the whole ball game; suc- 
cess breeds success and failure breeds 
failure," he said, "you have to change 
the I cannots to I cans." 


Although many other students attach a 


stigma to "special education," 
the 


child's own negative image of himself 
can be much more damaging, Verdonck 
said.' Each special education student 
should be taught to believe, "I am some- 
body and I am good. That is the most 
important tool you give the special edu- 
cation youngster," he said. 


One of the ways a teacher can help a 


student improve his self-image is by giv- 
ing him every chance to succeed, Ver- 
donck said. In teaching Verdonck said he 
tried to give the student his first aca- 
demic task based on his level of skill, 
and increase the difficulty of each task 
as the student's skill improved. "I want 
that first shot in high school to be a good 
one," he said, "A kid who is failing 
doesn't want another chance to fail." 


Vcrdonck said he has seen some 


changes in special education during his 
six years at Dist. 211. "There is more 
acceptance on the part of the community 
and professional staff of special pro- 
gram," Verdonck said. "We have com- 
munity backing. Citizens in this district 
and our board of education are con- 
cerned about unique students and have 
provided the necessary staff and equip- 
ment to fulfill the needs of these kids." 


Another change is a trend toward an 


"individualized curriculum" to fit the 
needs of each student, Verdonck said. 
While there are different special educa- 
tion programs for students with different 
learning problems, teachers are now de- 
veloping a set of assignments and tests 
for each student in the class. 


The quality of special education teach- 


ers has also improved in the past few 
years, said Vcrdonck. Colleges and uni- 
versities are producing "highly com- 
petent professionals" in special educa- 
tion, he said adding, the new teachers 
"are professionals the moment they step 
into the classroom." 


IN HIS NEW position, Verdonck will be 


responsible for coordinating special edu- 
cation programs which serve about 240 
students in Dist. 211. 


Verdonck said when he began teaching 


at Dist. 211 six years ago there were 
eight special education teachers in the 
district. Since then the number and size 
of the programs and staff have grown 
rapidly and the position of coordinator of 
special education was created by the 
Dist. 211 board of education to oversee 
their operation. 


Verdonck will be a member of a team 


of special education teachers, counselors, 
social workers and psychologists that 
will place special education students in 
programs. He will also participate in the 
recruitment and hiring of special educa- 
tion teachers and organize training work- 
shops for teachers already in the district. 


Verdonck will coordinate programs in 


Dlst. 211 for the educable mentally hand- 
icapped, students with learning dis- 
abilities, those who are hard of hearing, 
emotionally disturbed, partially sighted 
and have low academic skills. He will 
also work with oilier programs operated 
jointly with other districts for the deaf, 
blind, trainablc mentally handicapped, 
physically handicapped and 
students 


with a combination of these problems. 


Verdonck, 29, received a bachelor's de- 


gree in business administration at Okla- 
homa University, but later became inter-. 
ested in special education and received a 
master's degree in that subject from the 
university. He grew up in Chicago and ' 
attended Palatine High School his junior . 
and senior year. Last year he was presi- 
dent of the education association at Dist. 
211.

Anticipated settlement 
for Howie falls through 


Anticipated announcement of a settle- 


ment between the village of Hoffman Es- 
tates and Meridian Housing Corp. over 
zoning problems for the Howie-in-the- 
Hills area failed to materialize this week. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofcrt had pre- 


dicted last week that details of a devel- 
opment planned for the 497-acre site 
could be revealed, perhaps as early as 
today. 


But Hofert, in appearing yesterday be- 


fore U. S. District Judge Edwin Robson, 
requested a delay. He will report in 
Judge Robson's courtroom at 2 p.m. 
Monday but does not expect a settlement 
even then. 


Hofert said last night he is hoping to 


present a preliminary draft of a zoning 
ordinance to Meridian shortly. Settle- 
ment will depend on Meridian's reaction 
to the proposal but Hofcrt does not an- 
ticipate that by next week. In court Mon- 
day, he will tell an interim judge, substi- 
tuting for the vacationing Judge Robson, 
of the status- on preparation of the pre- 
liminary draft. 


"I don't know whether they (Meridian) 


will agree to it once it's down on paper," 
said Hofcrt. 


Hofcrt said Judge Robson is interested 


in a definitive timetable for the reaching 
of an agreement with Meridian. He hopes 
to develop a timetable after consulting 
with Meridian's attorneys and other law- 
yers representing several parties in law- 
suits over rights to proceeds from the 
sale of the Howie land. 


Prior to going to court yesterday; Ho- 


fcrt suggested that the earliest possible 
date for public hearings on a devel- 
opment plan would be in August. If the 
hearings are held that soon, a conclusion 
could be reached in September, but that 
would be only if Meridian accepted the 
zoning document. 


Hofert confirmed "I am under a lot 


pressure," but said certain items still 
must be settled before the lawsuits and 
zoning issues can be concluded. 


"I think he (Judge Robson) was ex- 


pecting we would have made more prog- 
ress and faster progress than we have," 
said Hofert. 


Meridian is purchasing the site of the 


defunct Howie development from a fed- 
eral receivership which was appointed 
after the former owner filed bankruptcy. 
The previous owner and anticipated de- 
veloper of the land was City Savings As- 
sociation of Chicago, run by C. Oran

Talk is cheap in this ecology class

Solving the problem of pollution "is no 


longer n question of criticizing other 
people," said the instructor of a summer 
course in environmental field studies at 
High School Dlst. 211. 


Like most courses dealing with the en- 


vironment, students study the causes of 
pollution and learn that the problem has 
become progressively worse, but teacher 
Sue Peterson likes to take her course a 
step further. 


"I'm striving for application of what 


they have learned," she saId,"They now 
have knowledge and It Is their responsi- 
bility to use It." 


Tlie 10 students In Mrs. Peterson's 


class combine reports, field trips, and 
lab research with projects for Improving 
the environment. An on-going project of 
the class and other classes at Dlst. 211 is 
a nature center at Conant High School. 


The nature center is a wooded marsh 


area located just east of the Conant 
campus across Plum Grove Road. Stu- 
dents "actually act In preserving the en- 
vironment" by clearing rubbish, planting 


trees and making trails, Mrs. Peterson 
sold. 


THE FIRST STEP in eliminating pol- 


lution is to make people aware of the 
p r o b l e m , Mrs. Peterson said, but 
"people understand that now." It's time 
to ask, "What arc the causes? What are 
the positive things that are being done? 
What are people trying to do to solve the 
problem?" she said. "The danger Is 
people arc so used to hearing it they 
settle back and nothing gets done." 


The five-week environmental studies 


course is designed to teach students the 
causes of pollution, show them what gov- 
ernment agencies and community resi- 
dents are doing to salve the problems, 
and encourage them to get involved in 
ecology projects. 


The class meets at 8 a.m. at Conant 


High School every weekday and ends at 
the conclusion of a field trip sometime In 
the afternoon. When the five weeks are 
over, students will have completed 120 
hours of work in class. • 


In examining the different causes of 


pollution Mrs. Peterson tries to "show 
kids how the problems aren't separate 
entitles." What one person does affects 


another and "it's all one complex, inter- 
related system," she said. 


ONE OF THE biggest problems in the 


environment today is poor planning for 
land use because it can lead to many 
other pollution problems, like flooding, 
water pollution, power shortages, cut- 
backs in the food supply, and the dis- 
appearance of wildlife Mrs. Peterson 
said. 


Students study the problems of zoning 


and village planning. They listen to guest 
speakers from the Northwest suburbs 
who are involved in village planning and 
examine the history of land use in the 
area. 


To study the problems of flooding, Mrs. 


Peterson brings the subject "down to 
home," by scheduling a tour of the Salt 
Creek flood plain. Students tour their 
own neighborhoods, pinpointing areas of 
flooding and examining the causes. A 
representative from the U.S. Soil Con- 
servation Service explains the Salt Creek 
Watershed project to students and lectur- 
es on soil erosion in the area. 


A tour of the sewage treatment plant 


in Hanover Park and a speech from a 
Metropolitan Sanitary District represen- 


tative is included in the section of the 
course on water pollution. 


STUDENTS ALSO consider the possi- 


bility of a water shortage in the North- 
west suburbs. "The shortage of water out 
here is going to become acute," said 
Mrs. Peterson, because more water is 
being taken out of the underground water 
table than is replenished by rain. The 
class visited the Chicago filtration plant 
to see how the city solves its water prob- 
lem. 


Other topics include transportation 


problems and auto pollution with a lec- 
ture from the Chicago Transit Authority, 
the power shortage with a tour of a nu- 
clear power plant, the food shortage with 
lectures from DeKalb Agronomic Re- 
search Co. and wildlife conservation with 
a field trip to the Crabtree Nature Cen- 
ter. 


At the end of the course students will 


have a chance to try out what they have 
learned by planning a high rihool build- 
ing. They will walk through a vacant 40- 
acre site purchased by Dist. 211, exam- 
ining the topography of the land and plan 
the location of buildings, parking lots, 
athletic fields and drainage basins.

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Hotdog stands yield to pedigreed steak emporiums

Roadside hotdog stands — onco a fa- 


miliar sight along U.S. highways — arc 
joining the ranks of Burma Shavo signs 
and other vanishing bits of Americana. 


Outnumbered and surrounded by fran- 


chise hamburger drlvc-lns and family 
restaurants, the small roadside trailers 
arc rapidly fading into the blur of golden 
arches, hamburger kings and neon signs. 


Ono of the oldest — and most success- 


ful — of the local hotdog stands is Hip- 
po's nt Hlgglns and Plum Grovo Roads 
In Schaumburg. Hippo's opened for busi- 
ness In May, 1864, In a G-foot by 12-foot 
trailer at tho intersection of Routes 72 
and S3. 


In the early years, the stand was open 


from May to October, offering the tradi- 
tional hotdog, tamalcs and cold drinks. 
Hard work paid off, according to one of 
the Hippo's managers, and the stand 
soon had enough customers to support a 
small family restaurant. 


Hippo's Is run by a husband and wife 


who ask that people Just call them Karen 
and Jerry. 


"In those days if you wanted to go into 


a profitable business you had to have 
ambition, backbone and want to work," 
Karen said. "Since we opened the restau- 
rant four years ago, we've doubled in 
size." 


DESPITE THE expanded menu and 


changes in the building, Hippo's still 
harks back to its roadside days. 


"We still get the same people we've 


waited on for the past nine years — con- 
struction workers, office workers, semi 
drivers and families," Karen said.

While 
county officials say they try to dis- 
courage temporary structures, anyone 
who can meet the county standards for 
drive-In restaurants may open a stand. 


One such place Is Sam's Hotdog Stand, 


1 W. Eisner Road, Elk Grove Township. 
The converted laundry trailer has been a 
favorite stop for truck drivers and con- 
struction workers for more than 12 
years. 


Gloria Riis and Elizabeth Schwerzler, 


owners of the stand, said they bought the 
trailer over a year ago because "we like 
to serve the public and we like the hot- 
dog business." 


Veterans of the food service business, 


the women previously owned a tavern 
and snack shop. They work daily from 5 
a.m. to 5 p.m. serving customers a varie- 
ty of food ranging from hot dogs and 
Italian beef to pizza and steak sand- 
wiches. 


"WE AIM TO please the public. We try 


to have the best foods for everybody," 
Miss Riis said. "If we don't eat it, we 
won't sell it."

Out the lack of interest Is not a unique 


condition, since Insurance agents report 
tho three-year-old program has gener- 
ated only limited participation through- 
out tho state. 


According to City Mgr. James Watson, 


only.tho Rolling Meadows Park District 
has asked tho city about the program. 
Local Insurance agent* can prepare pol- 
icies for homeowners and businesses, but 
few hove been written since the city 
qualified in May for tho federally-spon- 


sored program, agents in the area re- 
port. 


"THERE HASN'T been too much inter- 


est," local State Farm Insurance agent 
Mel Dahl said. "I would say several, 
maybe five to ten persons have inquired 
about it, and I've written maybe four or 
five policies." 


Aid. John Rock (3rd), who is an Insur- 


ance agent said he has had only one in- 
quiry about tho program. Rock said most 
families In the area are not .Interested in 
the program because it covers only flood 
damage and not storm water backups.

Balcony work begins 
at apartment complex 


Permanent repair work has begun on 


balconies at the Three Fountains Phase I 
apartments In Rolling Meadows and Is 
expected to take several months to com- 
plete.

"Technically we 
would have no right to challenge them." 
He said, however, that balconies provide 
better access to and from a building in 
the event of fire and that sealing the bal- 
cony doors will not help the firemen 
should a fire break out at the apart- 
ments. 


"But they have to seal those doors be- 


cause If someone should accidentally fall 
out, they (the management) would have 
a law suit on their hands," he said. 


Two major fires have caused extensive 


damage to tho Three Fountains apart- 
ments In the last three years. 


Balcony repairs at another major city 


apartment complex, Algonquin Park 
Apartments, were completed recently. 
Management nt the apartments ordered 
the repairs after a two-year-old boy fell 
through his second floor balcony last 
month.

Rates for the Insurance range from 25 


to 60 cento for each $100 of insurance a 
year, depending on home values. 


Of some 78 towns and counties that 


have qualified for the program, only 
about 3,000 policies nave been written 
throughout the entire state, Hook said. "I 
would consider it a poor number," he 
added. 


Hook cited two reasons for the lack of 


interest In the program, including lack of 
knowledge of it and public apathy toward 
it. 


MANY PERSONS in the state do not 


know about the program, Hook admitted, 
but he said efforts are being made to 
change this. "We've distributed tens of 
thousands of leaflets on it to local 
agencies," he said. 


"There are commercials and radio 


broadcasts being prepared telling of the 
program. The insurance Industry as a 
whole is pushing It," he said. Hook also 
sold the federal government has asked 
each state to appoint a branch of the 
state government to distribute informa- 
tion on the program. 


In Illinois, the Department of Local 


Government Affairs, 160 N. LaSalle, Chi- 
cago, is distributing the information. 


The second reason for the lack of inter- 


est, public apathy, is a problem that is 
difficult to avoid, he said. "It's always a 
problem anytime a program Is started."

'Budget' motel is proposed to committee 


A proposal to build a "budget motel" 


on Hicks Road near HI. Rt. 53 In Rolling 
Meadows was presented last night to the 
city's building and zoning committee. 


The proposal came from the Royal 


Scottish Inn Corp. of Greenville, S. C., a 
firm which operates a chain of motels hi 
the South. 


Included hi the tentative plans for the 


two-story, 124-unlt motel would also be a 
"small swimming pool" and "small res- 
taurant" which would not require a li- 
quor license. 


The motel would be located on a three 


acre site on the east side of Hicks Road 
abutting Rt. 53, according to Richard 
Ferris, a real estate agent representing 
the motel corporation. 


Ferris said the motel would be a 


."small budget-type motel" with room 
rentals from $10 to $14 per night. The 
facility would cater to salesmen and 
business transferees seeking inexpensive 
lodgings for several nights, Ferris said. 


He said the motel would serve persons 


who find rentals too expensive in other 


area hotels. Ferris added the motel cor- 
poration is seeking approval from the 
city to rezone the land from its present 
industrial classification to the com- 
mercial class. 


A special zoning commission must be 


appointed by Mayor Roland Meyer to 
hear the rezoning petition. Final approv- 
al of the plan would be determined by 
the city council. 


The Hicks Road site is the same that 


was considered a year ago by the Ra- 
mada Inn motel chain, City Manager 
James Watson said.

HI. A new director of the co-op, Roy 
Scdral, took over the operation last 
month. 


Board member Jack Costcllo, a per- 


sistent critic of the co-op, said he too is 


upset that the district is committed for 
next year, but added, "I wouldn't want 
to be a party to withdrawing from this 
thing without substantial warning to the 
other districts." 


COSTELLO ALSO pointed out that 


Dist. 214 had to use its own equipment to 
do student scheduling for four schools 
lost spring because the co-op could not 
do them. 


Castcllo added that he was unhappy 


that Scdral had not accompanied Inkicy 
to the board meeting, saying, "I'd like to 
meet the miracle worker, I'm sure he's a 
qualified man but it's going to take a 
magician to ball this thing out as far as 
I'm concerned."

Schools approve hike 
in cafeteria budget 


An increase of $17,700 in the cafeteria 


budget for 1973-74 has been approved by 
the Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
Board of Education. 


The 1973-74 budget for the cafeteria 


services is $90,500, compared to $72,800 
last year.

Hot- 
dogs arc still a major item and Perkins 
estimates he sells 1,000 to 1,500 a day. 


Sticking closest to the Original concept 


of the hotdog stand is Sam's Hotdogs, 
York Road and Devon Avenue, Elk 
Grove Village. It is the only roadside 
stand to operate within the village limits, 
and owner Sam Horncr must apply year- 
ly for a special use permit to do business 
on his corner lot. 


Horncr got his start in the Elk Grove 


Village location five years ago with a 
hotdog stand from Chicago. A former 
Insurance salesman, he works from 6:30 
a.m. tolO p.m. dally to keep up with the 
flow of steady customers. 


"I've never worked so hard In my life 


— you don't get much time off," he said.

No settlement 
yet for Hoivie 


Anticipated announcement of a settle- 


ment between the village of Hoffman Es- 
tates and Meridian Housing Corp. over 
zoning problems for the Howie-in-the- 
Hills area failed to materialize this week. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofcrt had pre- 


dicted last week that details of a devel- 
opment planned for the 497-acre site 
could be revealed, perhaps as early as 
today. 


But Hofcrt, in appearing yesterday be- 


fore U. S. District Judge Edwin Robson, 
requested a delay. He will report in 
Judge Rotson's courtroom at 2 p.m. 
Monday but does not expect a settlement 
even then. 


Hofcrt said last night he is hoping to 


present a preliminary draft of a zoning 
ordinance to Meridian shortly. Settle- 
ment will depend on Meridian's reaction 
to the proposal but Hofert does not an- 
ticipate that by next week. In court Mon- 
day, he will tell an interim judge, substi- 
tuting for the vacationing Judge Robson, 
of the status on preparation of the pre- 
liminary draft. 


"I don't know whether they (Meridian) 


will agree to it once it's down on paper," 
said Hofert. 


Hofert said Judge Robson is interested 


in a definitive timetable for the reaching 
of an agreement with Meridian. He hopes 
to develop a timetable after consulting 
with Meridian's attorneys and other law- 
yers representing several parties in law- 
suits over rights to proceeds from the 
sale of the Howie land. 


Prior to going to court yesterday, Ho- 


fcrt suggested that the earliest possible 
date for public hearings on a devel- 
opment plan would be in August. If the 
hearings are held that soon, a conclusion 
could be reached in September, but that 
would be only if Meridian accepted the 
zoning document. 


Hofert confirmed "I am under a lot 


pressure," but said certain items still 
must be settled before the lawsuits and 
zoning issues can be concluded. 


"I think he (Judge Robson) was ex-; 


peeling we would have made more prog- 
ress and faster progress than we have," 
said Hofert. 


Meridian is purchasing the site of the 


defunct Howie development from a fed- 
eral receivership which was appointed 
after the former owner filed bankruptcy. 
The previous owner ar.d anticipated de- 
veloper of the land was City Savings As- 
sociation of Chicago, run by C. Oran 
Mensik, now a fugitive from federal pris- 
on.

Residents weigh 
formation of 
tenants union

Residents of Sheffield Village Apart- 


ment complex In Schaumbtirg are con- 
sidering forming a tenants union In order 
to settle grievances with Levitt & Sons, 
owners and managers of the devel- 
opment. 


Members of a temporary steering com- 


mittee are suggesting that Levitt mis- 
represented the complex when their 
apartments were rented, according to 
Steven and Mary Cool, interim co-chair- 
men of the group. 


They said the complex was sold as a 


"total environment recreation commu- 
nity where social life centers around a 
club house," as detailed in Levitt bro- 
chures. 


HOWEVER, more than a year after 


the Cools and a number of other resi- 
dents signed leases, work has not begun 
on the proposed club, pool, tennis courts 
and playground areas. 


"Wo were promised that the club and 


pool would be completed In August 1972 
and then told It would be ready for sure 
by last Juno 1," Steven Cool said. 


had been the object of protesting phone 
calls to village officials. 


A MAJOR PROVISION that was com- 


pletely eliminated would have required 
annual inspection of every pool in the vil- 
lage with a $5 inspection fee. Also 
dropped entirely was a section dealing 
with rcclrculatlon systems which includ- 
ed such details as regulations on hair 
and lint-catchers. Requirements to equip 


1 each pool with skimmers were dropped, 
as were nearly all provisions on water 
inlet. 


Several members of the audience com- 


mented they felt the village was intrud- 
ing on private property rights and asked 
why pools owned by the park district are 
not to bo subject to the ordinance along 
with homeowners. 


Mayor Virginia Hayter responded that 


state law bars a village from governing 
separate and sovcrign municipal bodies 
such as park districts. 


One homeowner complained, "If you 


tell us to do with a pool, which this is 
telling us, you should come in and tell us 
how to take a bath and where to hang up 
clothes and check toilets." Other home- 
owners applauded their agreement. 


Some persons complained they had 


called the village for information on tho 
ordinance and were refused copies of it. 
Village Clerk Helen Woznlak said she 
had numerous requests for copies but 
told the callers they "would be pushing 
the panic button. Many got perturbed 
when I refused." 


SUPPORT FOR the ordinance was 


voiced by a number of persons who view- 
ed it as a safety measure to prevent 
tragedy from drownings. One woman 
compared It to traffic ordinances, noting 
the village docs not wait until "after SO 
deaths have occurred to install signal 
lights." 


Charles Ritz, a member of the zoning 


board of appeals, questioned specifics in 
the ordinance, but said "I think It's a 
good ordinance. The zoning board has 
checked with 22 area villages and found 
19 have stronger ordinances than the one 
proposed for Hoffman Estates," he said. 


The board did not expect to vote on the 


ordinance last night and did not do so. 
Tho measure was to be referred back to 
the judiciary committee and then to Ho- 
fcrt's office for review before it is 
brought to the village board again. The 
judiciary committee will consider the 
matter when it meets at 7:30 p.m. July 
26 in the municipal building, 1200 N. 
Gannon Drive.

"By letting the merchants in on some 


of our experiences we hope lo reduce 
some of their losses, he added. 


Several films on shoplifting will also bo 


shown during the morning session. 


Conroy also wants to make merchants 


aware that shoplifters arc now making 
an effort to return stolen merchandise to 
stores and asking for cash refunds. 


"This results in a bigger loss for the 


merchants In the end and we hope to put 
a stop lo this also," he said.

Hot- 
dogs are still a major item and Perkins 
estimates he sells 1,000 to 1,500 a day. 


Sticking closest to the Original concept 


of the hotdog stand is Sam's Hotdogs, 
York Road and Devon Avenue, Elk 
Grove Village. It is the only roadside 
stand to operate within the village limits, 
and owner Sam Horner must apply year- 
ly for a special use permit to do business 
on his corner lot. 


Horner got his start in the Elk Grove 


Village location five years ago with a 
hotdog stand from Chicago. A former 
insurance salesman, he works from 6:30 


a.m. tolO p.m. daily to.keep up with the 
flow of steady customers. 


"I've never worked so hard In my life 


— you don't get much time off," he said. ' 


Like the other stands In the area, Hor- • 


ner offers foods ranging from breakfast 
pastries to hotdogs. In the early morn- 
ing, rolls and donuts are piled high next 
to the trays of relishes, mustard and 
steaming buns. 


DURING THE peak lunchtime hours, 


three people crowd into the small trailer 
to take orders, pour drinks and "as- 
semble" hotdogs. An electric fan sits in 
the corner of the compartment, a vain 
attempt to blow away the heat of the 
summer sun and steaming hotdogs. 


"The secret Is to give your customer 


good food and a lot of it. I buy the best 
hotdogs I can get," Horner said. 


In addition to buying quality food, Hor- 


ner advises prospective hotdog stand 
owners to "be prepared to work 10 hours 
a day minimum." 


"You've got to keep at it every day. If 


I knew five years ago what I know now, 
I don't know if I'd do it again," he said. 


Despite the long hours and cramped

Doug Vcrdonck taught classes for the 


c (I ii c n b I c mentally handicapped at 
Krcmd High School for six years. On 
July 1 he became Dist. 2ll's first coor- 
dinator of special education. 


The administrator said ho hopes to 


keep In direct contact with the class- 
room. 


"I would like lo do some teaching if 


possible so that I get to know the kids 
and special education teachers in a work- 
Ing relationship," said Vcrdonck. 


Ho said he would like to teach perhaps 


nn hour n day, rotating among classes In 
the district's five high schools. "I can 
help more teachers so, therefore, I can 
help more kids, they're still the end 
product," he said. 


One of the problems that many special 


education teachers face Is an attachment 
In the student, but Vcrdonck said he 
doesn't think that Is necessarily a bad 
quality. "Emotional attachment to the 
youngsters can bo .a burden, but yet 
those close feelings make you a success- 
ful teacher," ho said.

For Vcrdonck, attachment to students 


is strong. "These arc my kids," he said. 
"You don't spend all that time seeing 
them come in as freshmen and leave 
four years later without feeling some at- 
tachment." 


A KEY TO success in teaching special 


education is to give each student more 
confidence, said Vcrdonck. "Self-concept 
Is the name of the whole boll game; suc- 
cess breeds success and failure breeds 
failure," he said, "you have to change 
the I cannots to I cans." 


Although many other students attach a 


stigma 
to "special 
education," the 


child's own negative image of himself 
can be much more damaging, Verdonck 
said. Each special education 
student 


should be taught to believe, "I am some- 
body and I am good. That is the most 
Important tool you give the special edu- 
cation youngster," he said. 


One of the ways a teacher can help a 


student improve his self-image is by giv- 
ing him every chance to succeed, Ver- 
donck said. In teaching Verdonck said he 
tried to give the student his first aca- 
demic task based on his level of skill, 
and increase the difficulty of each task 
as the student's skill improved. "I want 
that first shot in high school to be a good 
one," he said, "A kid who is failing 
doesn't want another chance to fail." 


Verdonck said he has seen some 


changes in special education during his 
six years at Dlst. 211. "There is more 
acceptance on the part of the community 
and professional staff of special pro- 
gram," Verdonck said. "We have com- 
munity backing. Citizens In this district 
and our board of education are con- 
cerned about unique students and have 
provided the necessary staff and equip- 
ment to fulfill the needs of these kids." 


Another change is a trend toward an 


"individualized curriculum" to fit the 
needs of each student, Verdonck said. 
While there are different special educa- 
tion programs for students with different 
learning problems, teachers are now de- 
veloping a set of assignments and tests 
for each student in the class.

Into the classroom."

211 six years ago there were 
eight special education teachers In the 
district. Since then the number and size 
of the programs and staff have grown 
rapidly and the position of coordinator of 
special education was created by the 
Dlst. 211 board of education to oversee 
their operation.

On occasion, several women show up 


about the same time and begin com- 
paring notes. They have on Investment 
club and are checking out corporations' 
backgrounds and profits. 


During the day, a young secretary may 


stop In to spend a few hours charting a 


stock for her employer, or a business- 
man will read the Wall Street Journal. 


All are utilizing the extensive business 


section of the library, which just happens 
to in the same room with the magazines. 


BEGINNING IN 1970, librarian Mary 


Jo Hutchlngs took steps to beef up the 
library's business section. "The larger li- 
braries usually have a business section," 
she said. "We were a pioneer in this field 
In our area." 


The library subscribes to or buys many 


of the leading financial and investment 
guide publications. From the Standard & 
Roar's Corp. alone the library gets "Cor- 
poration Records," "The Outlook" (a

Can''I agree on location 
Site slows Maryville school 


Inability to agree on a site has added 


another week to the almost year-long de- 
lay In the construction of a new school 
building to house students at Maryville 
Academy, DCS Plalncs. 


According to River Trails Dlst. 28 


Board Pros. Lloyd Dcmcl, "there will be 
no decision (on a site for the new school) 
until the Capital Development Board 
(CDB) gets back to us." 


Representatives of the CDB, which 


oversees construction of all state schools, 
met with the Dlst. 28 Board last week to 
discuss the site for the new school. It 
was expected that the meeting would 
bring a decision on the site, but no deci- 
sion was forthcoming. 


It appears that the lack of decision has 


resulted because the board favors one 
site and the school district another. 


According to Ray Morris, project coor- 


dinator for the CDB, there arc two sites 
now under consideration. "One won't 
cost us anything and one will cost us 
quite a bit," Morris sold. 


The one site the school district report- 


edly favors Is a 10-acro parcel of land 
owned by the Archdiocese of Chicago. 
The location of the other site, which pre- 
sumably Is already owned by the school 
district, has not been revealed. It's pos- 
sible, however, that this site might be 
the four-ncro parcel of land near the Riv- 
er Trails Park District building on Burn- 
Ing Bush Lane which the school district 
already owns. This has been mentioned 
before as a possible site by former Supt. 
Thomas Warden. 


The week's delay, according to Board 


member Michael Shcykcr, is so the CDB 
can get some information on one site 
they did not furnish to the school board 
at last week's meeting. 


"Wo only had information on one site," 


said Shcykcr concerning last week's 
meeting. "We weren't ready to make a 
decision because wo don't feel we've had 
sufficient Information to make a deci- 
sion." 


THE WEEK DELAY brings to almost 


a year tho time the school district has 
had to wait in trying to get the school 
construction project under way. 


A law allowing for construction of. the 


new school facility was passed and 
signed by Gov. Richard Ogllvle last year. 
According to the law, a school district 
can request funds for a school building 
when a nonpubllc school closes, resulting 
in an increased enrollment of 5 per cent 
or more to a school district. 


Such a situation occurred in Dlst. 26 in 


1968 when Catholic Charities announced 
it could no longer afford to educate the 
Maryville students, who are wards of the 
state. Dlst. 28 is reimbursed by the state 
for "tuition" as well as the $5,000 a year 
rent Maryville charges for use of class- 
rooms, music and science rooms and a 
gym. 


SINCE SIGNING of the law by the gov- 


ernor, the school district has had to wait 
for approval of a new Capital Devel- 
opment Board by Gov. Daniel Walker, 
rclcaso of funds by toe governor, approv- 
al of an architect and now approval of 
tho site by tho CDB. 


The school district has until the end 


of the 1973-74 school year before the life 
safety code at the River Road School, 
where Maryville students now attend 
classes, is up. Should the new school not 
be completed by then, It's likely that 
Asst. Supt. Robert Hayes, in charge of 
Cook County Life Society Code Regula- 
tion, would g i v e the school district 
another extension for one more year. 


"We have to be reasonable, but at the 


same time, we have to make them un- 
derstand this is temporary," said Hayes. 


The building is now about 65 years old.

joy his work. "The customers are out of 
this world," he said. 


Despite the enthusiasm of the owners 


of small roadside stands, the hotdog 
trailer will probably continue to die out.

Hotdog stands yield to pedigreed steak emporiums

Roadside hotdog stands — once a fa- 


mlllnr sight along U.S. highways - are 
Joining tho ranks of Burma Shave signs 
and other vanishing bits of Americana. 


Outnumbered and surrounded by fran- 


chise hamburger drive-ins and family 
restaurants, tho small roadside trailers 
are rapidly fading Into the blur of golden 
arches, hamburger kings and neon signs. 


Ono of the oldest — and most success- 


ful — of tho local hotdog stands Is Hip- 
po's at Illggins and Plum Grove Roads 
In Schaumburg. Hippo's opened for busi- 
ness In May, 1964, In a Moot by 12-foot 
trailer at the Intersection of Routes 72 
and S3. 


In tho early years, the stand was open 


from May to October, offering the tradi- 
tional hotdog, tomales and cold drinks. 
Hard work paid off, according to one of 
the Hippo's managers, and the stand 
soon had enough customers to support a 
small family restaurant. 


Hippo's Is run by a husband and wife 


who ask that people just coll them Karen 
and Jerry. 


"In those days If you wonted to go Into 


a profitable business you had to have 
ambition, backbone and want to work," 
Karen said. "Since we opened the restau- 
rant four years ago, we've doubled In. 
size." 


DESPITE THE expanded menu and 


changes In the building, Hippo's still 
harks back to its roadside days. 


"We still get the same people we've 


waited on for the past nine years — con- 
struction workers, office workers, semi 
drivers and families," 
Karen said. 


"We've seen kids grow up and other kids 
born." 


Hippo's management admits It's hard- 


er to make a success of the hotdog busi- 
ness than it was four years ago. Strict 
zoning and health regulations make It in- 
creasingly difficult for people to go Into 
business on a shoestring. 


Hippo's owners offer a simple formula 


for their success. 


"We've always tried to better our- 


selves — that's the only way to explain 
It. We give people a good quality product 
and good service." 


Unincorporated Elk Grove Township 


has proved to be friendly territory for 
small roadside hot dog stands. While 
county officials say they try to dis- 
courage temporary structures, anyone 
who can meet the county standards for 
drive-in restaurants may open a stand. 


One such place Is Sam's Hotdog Stand, 


1 W. Eisner Road, Elk Grove Township. 
The converted laundry trailer has been a 
favorite stop for truck drivers and con- 
struction workers for more than 12 
years. 


Gloria Rils and Elizabeth Schwerzler, 


owners of the stand, said they bought the 
trailer over a year ago because "we like 
to serve the public and we like the hot- 
dog business." 


Veterans of the food service business, 


the women previously owned a tavern 
and snack shop. They work dally from 5 
a.m. to 5 p.m. serving customers a varie- 
ty of food ranging from hot.dogs and 
Italian beef to pizza and steak sand- 
wiches. 


"WE AIM TO please the public. We try 


to have the best foods for everybody," 
Miss Riis said. "If we don't eat it, we 
won't sell it."

The Arlington Heights Village Board 


will delay any referendum on flood con- 
trol until after the currently proposed $14 
million plan is evaluated by an indepen- 
dent engineering firm.

Committee chairman Frank Palmatlcr 


said letters would bo sent to various 
firms across tho country seeking esti- 
mates on tho time and cost of the cval- 


$1.8 million

In defense of the recommendation, 


Trustee Graeme George said that an out- 
side evaluation would be very useful in 
selling the contemplated $14 million ref- 
erendum to the voters. 


"Wo arc not presuming anything is 


wrong with the Peterson report. But if 
there is, It's better to find out now than 
later," George, who is also an engineer 
and a member of the citizens action com- 
mittee, said. 


TRUSTEE ALICE Harms noted that 


the flood program proposed for Arlington 
Heights is larger, and more expensive, 
than that suggested for any other neigh- 
boring municipality. 


In light of tho cost, a second study was 


completely jusltlfed, she said. Mrs. 
Harms called on the board to seek "a 
second diagnosis" of the village's flood- 
ing ills. 


Trustee Ralph Clarbour, who voted 


against hiring a second firm, called the 
committee's request "quite an affront to 
the past board (of trustees) that set a 
date for tho referendum." 


A referendum on the sale of general 


obligation bonds to pay for the Peterson- 
proposed flood control projects originally 
was proposed for Dec. 16. Dates of April 
3 and then June 2, subsequently were 
considered. 


TRAFFIC ALONG Hintz Road is keeping many 
children from the Northgate subdivision from 
walking or bicycling to Camelot Park. Residents of 
the subdivision had hoped to get a crossing guard 


stationed at Hintz and Dryden, but the Cook 
County Highway Department has refused to lower 
the speed limit along the street to permit a cross- 
ing guard to operate at the intersection. The vil- 


lage had agreed to spend $2,000 to hire a guard 
on the condition that the speed limit would be 
reduced. 


At Hints Road near Camelot Park 
Northgate won't get crossing guard 


Residents of the Northgate subdivision 


in Arlington Heights apparently will not 
get a crossing guard to direct their chil- 
dren across Hintz Road to Camelot Park. 


Working through the Riley School 


PTA, Northgate parents had sought a 
crossing guard at Hintz and Dryden to 
escort youngsters across Hintz Road to 


Camelot Park on the south, the only ma- 
jor park in their vicinity. 


But the reported decision of the Cook 


County Highway Department not to low- 
er the 45 miles per hour speed limit on 
Hintz near Dryden apparently will pre- 
clude stationing a guard at the inter- 
section. 


Sally Benoit, Riley PTA safety chair- 


man, said the decision will mean that 
dozens of Northgate residents will have 
to continue driving their children to the 
park. 


"There are many (children) who want 


to cross but who are not being allowed 
to, including some 10 and 11 year olds," 


Mrs. Benoit said yesterday. 


Residents had approached the Village 


of Arlington Heights with the crossing 
problem and on June 28, the village 
board finance committee agreed to spend 
$2,000 to hire a crossing guard if the

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Incidents can occur 'anywhere, anytime' 
Sex crimes against children—a fact of life 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Sex crimes against children arc not 


pleasant; yet they arc a fact of life. 


The park district docs not like to talk 


about It because It may keep people out 
of the parks. 


The victims and their parents do not 


often bring up the subject except with 
the police — If at all. 


The police themselves must be sought 


out for information. It is distasteful for 
them as well. 


Currently, the Arlington Heights police 


juvenile division, headed by Lt. Paul 
Btickholz. Is seeking three or four men or 
Iwys In connection with about 15 in- 
cidents since April. This Is not a "rash" 
of sex complaints, they say; in fact, the 
number of complaints Increases with the 
oaict of warm weather every year. 


The Incidents can occur anywhere, 


anytime. The attacker might be a pillar 
of the community rather than a drooling 
deviate, police say. 


The sex complaints, as they arc 


termed by police, range from indecent 
exposure to assault to attempted rape. 


MEN EXPOSING themselves Is "the 


most common complaint, Buckholz said. 
Other incidents involve men, both young 
and old, grabbing girls and their cloth- 
ing. 


"The cxposcr seldom advances to oth- 


er crimes. When there is physical con- 
tact, the chance of danger is enhanced 
markedly. The attempted rape may be 
the real thing or worse next time," he 
said. 


The incidents can occur on a residen- 


tial street in broad daylight as well as a 
park at night, he said. 


The investigation of a complaint is 


'carefully pursued, Buckholz said. 


"We arc very supportive to the young 


woman. After all she is a victim of a 
crime. But, we question very carefully to 
make sure of exactly what happened. We 
have to be very careful." 


This caution extends to identification of 


the possible assailant. "It has to be posi- 
tive Identification. 'That looks like him,' 
or 'It might be him,' won't do. We have 
to be absolutely sure in these cases," he 
said. 


The fear on the part of the victim of 
"having done something wrong" keeps 
the number of actual incidents unknown, 
Buckholz said. 


"Many don't come to us or their par- 


ents because they are ashamed or em- 
barrassed. They sometimes feel that 
they have done something wrong," he 
said. 


IF THE GIRL and the family come 


forward and an arrest is made, Buckholz 
said the family decides if prosecution 
will be made. 


"That's their right. They have been a 


victim of an assault. If they want to 
prosecute, I won't stop them. But, I do 
make the options known. If the offender 
is a juvenile, we can go to family court 
where everything Is kept private. But, if 
it is open court, with an adult, that can 
be a very trying ordeal for the girl to be 
on the stand. We treat each occurence 
individually. They may decide nothing 
beneficial would come of a trial, and 
they would settle for counseling for the 
man." 


In a sense, the man is often a victim, 


too, although not to the extent of the vic- 
tim, Buckholz said. 


"Many times, especially with the ex- 


posers, they seem that they can't help 
themselves. It's like a compulsion," he 
said. 


The many counseling agencies with 


whom the department deals, are also 
available to the attacker as well as his 
victim. 


"Sometimes, the families don't want to 


prosecute if the man seeks help. And of- 
ten, the judge gives probation with the 
proviso the man gets counseling. He's a 
victim, too, but definitely not on a par 
with the girl," he said. 


The attacker is not the stereotyped dir- 


ty old man clutching filthy post cards. 
He can be any one from the man next 
door to the kid down the block. 


"He can't be typecast. Salesmen, kids, 


successful executives — they can be any- 
body with these problems. But they all 
need help," Buckholz said. 


"I can't promise the counseling will 


work, but it's worth a try, isn't it? The 


main thing is, we get these people help." 


The man who exposes himself often 


apparently wants to be caught, Buckholz 
said. "He'll do it on the way to work or 
the way home. Parking lots and busy 
streets are places where he seems to do 
it. His actions are like road signs asking 
for help. He's almost saying he's sick 
and needs help." 


HOWEVER, THE exposer is more like- 


ly to be a repeater. "It may be because I 
see the failures again. But, it's like 
they're the ones who are not helped by 
counseling," he said. 


It all comes back to the victim and her 


family, though, Buckholz said. 


"We can't catch the guy, if the family 


or the victims don't come forward. We 
are here to help. But we can't do a thing 
until they come here. Once they're here, 
we've got a place to start with both par- 
ties. Hiding it or ignoring it won't help 
anybody in these things. It is my 
feeling, the sooner the man is caught, the 
better it is for him. Because, who knows 
about the next time?"

county would agree to lower the speed 
limit. 


Hlntz Road is under jurisdiction of the 


county. 


Village Engr. Allen Sander said he met 


with highway department officials Satur- 
day and was told that they saw no justlfl- 
at Ion for reducing the posted speed lim- 
it. 


Sander said the highway officials made 


traffic volume and speed checks and con- 
cluded that 83 per cent of the cars trav- 
eling Hlntz Road were doing so at the 
posted speed. 


To lower the limit would only serve to 


encourage speed violators, ho said. 


Sander said although the village has 


not yet received a written reply from the 
county, the officials Saturday gave every 
indication tho speed limit would not be 
changed. 


Without a reduction In the speed cars 


arc traveling, the finance committee felt 
a crossing guard would not be able to 
operate effectively. 


Mrs. Bcnolt said she knew of no other 


alternative to a crossing guard. The clos- 
est traffic lights where children could 
cross are at Arlington Heights Road, 
which is Itt blocks west of Drydcn and 


provides no ready access to Camclot 
Pork. 


The next closest pork, Frontier Park, 


is several miles more distant than Cam- 
clot Park for Northgate residents, and Is 
on tho south side of Rand Road. 


One possible, but expensive alternative 


would be a pedestrian overpass. But Vil- 
lage Planner Joe Kcslcr estimated that 
such a structure would cost at least 
$00,000. 


"We'll Just have to keep driving," Mrs. 


Bcnoit said, explaining that tho number 
of children who now cross Hlntz is only a 
portion of the number who want to walk 
or bike to the park but are being prohib- 
ited from doing so by their parents. 


Arlington Heights Police Sgt. Jack We- 


ber said there have been no reported pe- 
destrian or car-bicycle accidents in the 
vicinity of Hlntz and Drydcn. 


Tom Thornton, director of parks and 


recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, suggested that residents 
contact one of their state representatives 
for help with the speed limit problem.

In the early morn- 
Ing, rolls and donuts are piled high next 
to the trays of relishes, mustard and 
steaming buns. 


DURING THE peak lunchtime hours, 


three people crowd into the small trailer 
to take orders, pour drinks and "as- 
semble" hotdogs. An electric fan sits in 
the corner of the compartment, a vain 
attempt to blow away the heat of the 
summer sun and steaming hotdogs. 


"The secret is to give your customer 


good food and a lot of it. I buy the best 
hotdogs I can get," Homer said. 


In addition to buying quality food, Hor- 


ner advises prospective hotdog stand 
owners to "be prepared to work 10 hours 
a day minimum." 


"You've got to keep at It every day. If 


I knew five years ago what I know now, 
I don't know If I'd do it again," he said. 


Despite the long hours and cramped 


working conditions, Homer seems to en- 
joy his work. "The customers are out of 
this world," he said. 


Despite the enthusiasm of the owners 


of small roadside stands, the hotdog 
trailer will probably continue to die out. 


More and more municipalities are 


enacting stringent codes. to keep the 
stands outside city limits and vacant 
land Is becoming scarce. 


"Ten years ago, you could find dinky 


little stands on corners everywhere in 
Chicago," Homer said, "you just don't 
find that many anymore."

Schools use new methods 
to find gifted children 


What is an academically gifted child 


and who is he among the 9,375 students 
enrolled In School Dist. 25? 


This fall the schools hope to find these 


students, with a more organized method 
of screening and identifying gifted chil- 
dren. 


"We have to recognize these kids more 


effectively than we have before," said 
James Montgomery, director of instruc- 
tion. He estimated that there will be 94 to 
469 academically gifted students, or one 
to five per cent of the number enrolled. 


Efforts will be focused on the academi- 


cally gifted child this year. Children who 
are gifted in other areas, such as music 
or art, may be considered later because 
of finances, said Montgomery. 


One of the methods used is a criteria 


list. The form is designed to help teach- 
ers chart students who are possibly gif- 
ted. Tests of several kinds, such as the 
Slosson Intelligence Test, or psy- 
chological tests, will be administered. 


GIFTED CHILDREN in the district 


are not grouped together. Instead they 
remain in the classrooms with children 
of all progressions and teachers attempt 
to instruct each student, individually, said 
Montgomery. 


In the past teachers were identified gif- 


ted .children with a less formal testing 
program. 


Other changes in the gifted child pro- 


gram will be made in both elementary 
and junior high schools this year. The 
administration plans to designate two 
elementary school principals and hire a 
part-time teacher-coordinator to oversee 
programs and projects. 


Further training with materials such 


as movies and film strips will be avail- 
able to teachers so they can improve and 
modify methods throughout the school 
year. Lectures and seminars will be also 
included hi the in-service teacher train- 
ing program. Teachers will work togeth- 
er to share and carry out teaching meth- 
ods. 


The ideas for improving the program 


was recently submitted by a special 
steering committee which had been re- 
searching for the past few months. 


The recommendations will be carried 


out after the adoption of the 1973-74 budg- 
et which provides $15,500 for expanding 
the gifted child program. The money will 
be used mainly for personnel, in-service 
teacher training program and materials. 
Last year's allocation was $5,000. 


THE REPORT also specifically sug-

gested that a French language program 
be instituted in the district's four junior 
high schools as an enrichment elective. 


"The idea was to provide them (gifted 


children) with a program to accelerate 
in with the assumption the gifted do well 
in foreign languages," said Montgomery. 
However, the classes would be opened to 
all students, he added. 


The program was voted down Thurs- 


day in a school board meeting when 
members argued over the details of 
starting such a program. 


It had called for a first year "early 


bird" French class to be taught in the 
morning before regular school instruc- 
tions. It also called for four teachers to 
be hired and paid on a day-to-day basis 
and an expenditure of not more than 
$5,000 for salaries and $1,000 for books 
and materials. 


According to Montgomery the program 


cost would be absorbed under the school 
budget's contingency fund. 


However, school board members de- 


feated the proposal because of argu- 
ments over other aspects, such as teach- 
ing languages other than French, class 
sizes and problems which might accom- 
pany the early hour scheduling. 


Montgomery and School Board Pres. 


Richard Schlott both agreed that a modi- 
fied proposal be prepared so a foreign 
language "of some sort" will soon be in- 
stituted in the schools. 
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
